Your  Board  of  Selectmen  submit  herewith  the  following 
report  for  the  year  of  1961. 

The  Selectmen  organized  shortly  after  Town  Meeting 
and  the  setup  for  the  year  of  1961  was:  Emulous  E.  Hall,  Chm.; 
Stephen  Weekes,  Chairman  Board  of  Assessors  and  Douglas 
Rockwood,  Chairman  Board  of  Health  and  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  as  well  as  Clerk  of  the  three  Boards. 

Bids  under  articles  104  and  105  were  received  for  the 
purchase  of  two  new  Police  Cruisers.  The  contract  was 
awarded  to  the  low  bidder — Airport  Motors,  Inc.,  for  the  sum 
of  three  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars 
($3,987.00). 

Article  22  to  improve  the  parking  lot  at  the  rear  of  the 
Town  Office  Building  was  advertised  for  bids  and  was  awarded 
to  Campanella  &  Cardi  Construction  Co.,  being  low  bidder  of 
one  thousand,  six  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  ($1,695.00). 

Dredging  of  Allen’s  Harbor  and  the  Channel  has  been  com¬ 
pleted.  Wychmere  outer  Harbor  and  channel  will  be  completed 
in  the  spring  as  soon  as  the  weather  permits.  The  Waterways 
and  Beach  Committee  deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit  in  their 
untiring  efforts  to  see  that  this  work  was  accomplished  and 
their  splendid  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Selectmen  were  unable  to  carry  out  the  vote  of  the 
townspeople  under  Article  63  requesting  the  roads  to  be  laid 
out  in  the  Great  Sand  Lakes  area  due  to  the  fact  that  an 
insufficient  amount  of  money  was  raised  and  appropriated 
for  this  purpose. 

Bids  under  Article  103  were  received  for  the  purchase  of 
a  Station  Wagon  and  equipment  for  the  Fire  Department. 
The  bid  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder,  Moore  Motors  Inc.,  for 
one  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  six  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($1,706.50). 

Articles  65,  66,  67,  68  and  70  which  instructed  the  Select¬ 
men  to  lay  out  the  following  roads:  Crosby  Road,  Hudson 
Lane,  Ridgevale  Road,  Wooncepit  Road  and  Sound  View  Road. 
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Preliminary  and  final  hearings  were  held  on  these  roads.  They 
all  meet  the  standards  as  required  by  the  Town  By-Laws  and 
are  now  ready  for  acceptance. 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  on  November  17,  1961 
to  act  on  six  (6)  articles. 

On  the  17th  day  of  December  1961,  Francis  S.  Gates,  our 
fellow  Townsman  was  called  to  his  Eternal  Reward,  to  that 
house  not  made  with  hands  eternal  in  the  heavens.  Francis 
Gates  for  many  years  gave  his  time  and  energies  in  serving 
the  Town  as  Draftsman,  Title  Examiner  and  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Appeals,  which  posts  he  held  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  will  be  greatly  missed  by  all — May  we  say,  “A  job 
well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant.” 

The  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Assessors  is  open 
five  days  a  week  from  9  a.m.  until  12  noon  for  the  convenience 
of  those  having  business  with  the  Town  and  also  from  7:30 
p.m.  until  9  p.m.  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Department  heads  and  all  other 
employees  for  their  cooperation  this  past  year.

Article  1.  To  choose  on  one  ballot  the  following  Town 
Officers  and  Committees:  Moderator  for  one  year;  one  Select¬ 
man,  Overseer  of  Public  Welfare  and  Board  of  Health  for 
three  years;  one  Assessor  for  three  years;  one  Town  Treasurer 
for  three  years;  one  Town  Clerk  for  three  years;  one  Tax  Col¬ 
lector  for  three  years;  one  Recreation  Commission  for  five 
years;  one  Recreation  Commission  for  four  years;  one  Recre¬ 
ation  Commission  for  three  years;  one  Trustee  of  Broad- 
brooks  Free  Library  for  three  years;  one  School  Committee 
member  for  three  years;  one  Park  Commissioner  for  three 
years;  one  Water  Commissioner  for  three  years;  one  Ceme¬ 
tery  Commissioner  for  three  years;  one  Planning  Board  mem¬ 
ber  for  five  years  and  three  Constables  for  one  year. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  other  Town  Officers  and  Com¬ 
mittees. 
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Article  3.  To  see  if  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1962  and  to  issue  a  note 
or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year  and  to  renew  any 
note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one 
year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  report  of  all  Town  Officers  and 
Committees  for  the  year  of  1961. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
following  By-Law  by  striking  out  the  By-Law  accepted  under 
Article  6  on  March  7,  1960  and  substituting  therefor  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 


PERSONNEL  BY  -  LAW 

Part  I.  APPLICATION  AND  DEFINITIONS 

Section  1.  Application.  All  town  departments  and  all 
regular  full-time  or  regular  part-time  positions  in  the  Town 
service,  other  than  the  School  Committee  and  positions  under 
their  control,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law; 
provided,  however,  that  the  compensation  of  elected  officers 
of  the  Town  shall  be  established  annually  by  vote  of  the  Town 
Meeting,  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  Sections  108 
and  108A  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws.  Temporary, 
casual,  or  seasonal  employees  shall  not  come  within  the  scope 
of  this  by-law  unless  employed  continuously  at  full-time  for 
a  period  exceeding  90  days. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  by-law,  the 
words  and  phrases  listed  below  shall  have  the  following 
meanings  unless  a  different  construction  is  clearly  required 
by  the  context  or  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth: — 

(a)  “Civil  Service  Law”,  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  as  amended  and  all  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  made  thereunder,  and  any  special  law  enacted 
by  the  General  Court  regulating  the  classification,  com¬ 
pensation  and  conditions  of  employment  of  officers  and 
employees  of  the  Town  under  Chapter  31; 

(b)  “Class”,  a  group  of  positions  in  the  Town  service  suffi¬ 
ciently  similar  in  respect  to  duties,  responsibilities  and 
authority  thereof  that  the  same  descriptive  title  may  be 
used  to  designate  each  position  allocated  to  the  class, 
that  the  same  requirements  as  to  education,  experience, 
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capacity,  proficiency,  knowledge,  ability,  and  other 
qualifications  shall  be  required  of  the  incumbents,  that 
the  same  tests  of  fitness  may  be  used  to  choose  qualified 
employees  and  that  the  same  scale  of  compensation  can 
be  made  to  apply  with  equity; 

(c)  “Continuous  employment”,  employment  uninterrupted 
except  for  required  military  service  and  for  authorized 
vacation  leave,  sick  leave,  bereavement  leave  or  other 
leave  of  absence; 

(d)  “Department”,  any  department,  board,  committee,  com¬ 
mission  or  other  agency  of  the  Town  subject  to  this 
by-law; 

(e)  “Department  Head”,  the  officer,  board  or  other  body 
having  immediate  supervision  and  control  of  a  depart¬ 
ment; 

(f)  “Emergency  employment”,  or  “emergency  appoint¬ 
ment”,  employment  or  appointment  made  for  a  speci¬ 
fied  time  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Personnel 
Board,  to  cover  an  unforseen  emergency; 

(g)  “Emergency  employee”  or  “emergency  appointee”,  an 
employee  or  appointee  retained  on  emergency  employ¬ 
ment  or  emergency  appointment  to  serve  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  calendar  weeks; 

(h)  “Full-time  employment”,  employment  for  not  less  than 
the  regularly  scheduled  hours  a  week  for  fifty-two 
weeks  per  annum,  minus  legal  holidays  and  authorized 
military  leave,  vacation  leave,  sick  leave,  bereavement 
leave  and  other  leave  of  absence; 

(i)  “Holiday”,  the  Lord’s  Day  and  all  days  on  which  legal 
holidays  are  observed  in  Barnstable  County  pursuant 
to  Section  7  of  Chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth;  provided,  however,  that  the  phrase 
“holiday”  shall  not  include  the  Lord’s  Day  for  purpose 
of  holiday  pay; 

(j)  “Holiday  Pay”,  extra  pay  authorized  pursuant  to  Part 
VII,  Section  9; 

o 

(k)  “Overtime”,  time  in  excess  of  the  normal  number  of 
hours  or  days  of  working  time  in  the  work  week  of  the 
department; 

(l)  “Part-time  employment”,  for  less  than  full-time  em¬ 
ployment,  as  defined  above; 

(m)  “Position”,  an  office  or  place  of  employment  in  the 
Town  service  with  duties  and  responsibilities  calling  for 
the  full-time  or  part-time  employment  of  one  person 
in  the  performance  and  exercise  thereof; 
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(n)  “Promotion”,  a  change  from  a  position  of  lower  class 
and  compensation  to  a  position  of  higher  class  and  com¬ 
pensation  and  greater  responsibilities; 

(o)  “Regular  employee”,  an  employee  in  the  Town  service 
filling  a  position  which,  so  far  as  can  be  determined,  is 
an  assignment  of  indefinite  duration; 

(p)  “Town”,  the  Town  of  Harwich; 

(q)  “Veteran”,  a  person  who  is  a  veteran  within  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  Section  21  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended. 

This  by-law  shall  take  effect  at  the  time  provided  by  law. 

Part  II.  PERSONNEL  BOARD 
Section  1.  Membership 

(a)  There  is  hereby  established  an  unpaid  Personnel  Board 
consisting  of  three  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  Each  such  member  shall  be  a 
registered  voter  of  the  Town  and  shall  serve  for  a  term 
of  three  years. 

(b)  If  any  member  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  resign  or 
otherwise  vacate  his  office  before  the  expiration  of  his 
term,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed,  as  provided 
above,  to  serve  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term. 

(c)  No  person  shall  serve  upon  said  Personnel  Board  who  is 
at  the  same  time  an  employee  of  the  Town,  or  who 
holds  an  elective  Town  office  or  who  is  a  member  of 
any  other  permanent  Town  committee,  board  or  com¬ 
mission.  However,  nothing  herein  shall  be  deemed  to 
prohibit  the  Chairman  of  the  Personnel  Board  from 
designating  a  member  of  the  Board  to  serve  ex  officio 
as  representative  of  the  Personnel  Board  on  a  study 
committee  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

Section  2.  Officers  and  Proceedings 

(a)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  annually  elect  its  own  Chair¬ 
man  and  Vice-Chairman;  and  in  the  absence  or  in¬ 
capacity  of  the  Chairman,  the  Vice-Chairman  shall  act 
as  Chairman.  The  Board  shall  keep  a  record  of  its 
official  proceedings  and  actions,  may  establish  its  own 
rules  of  procedure  and  may,  subject  to  appropriation 
therefor,  make  such  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary 
to  the  performance  of  its  duties. 

(b)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  it 
shall  determine  in  its  rules,  for  the  transaction  of  busi¬ 
ness  under  this  by-law.  A  majority  of  the  total  mem- 
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bership  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Board  and  the  af¬ 
firmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  said  total  membership 

.  shall  be  necessary  for  any  official  act  of  the  Board. 

(c)  The  Selectmen  shall  furnish  the  Personnel  Board  with 
such  office  space  as  it  may  require  for  the  performance 
of  its  duties  and  the  storage  of  its  property. 

Section  3.  Assistance  For  Personnel  Board.  The  Personnel 
Board  may,  subject  to  appropriation  therefor,  arrange 
for  such  clerical,  technical  and  other  assistance  as  it 
deems  necessary. 

Section  4.  Administrative  Authority  of  Personnel  Board 

(a)  The  Personnel  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  admin¬ 
ister  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  and  it  shall  have  the 
authority  to  decide  conclusively  for  all  parties  con¬ 
cerned  all  questions  relating  to  the  interpretation  and 
application  of  this  by-law. 

(b)  The  Personnel  Board  may  from  time  to  time  issue, 
amend,  or  revoke  administrative  regulations  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

(c)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  Personnel 
Board  shall  have  access  to  all  facts,  figures,  records  and 
other  information  relating  to  the  presonnel  of  Town 
departments  other  than  the  School  Department,  and 
the  same  shall  be  furnished  forthwith  by  any  such  de¬ 
partment  whenever  so  requested  by  the  Personnel 
Board,  in  such  form  as  said  Board  may  require. 

Section  5.  Annual  Report.  The  Personnel  Board  shall 
file  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  and  recommendations 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  not  later  than  the  31st  day  of 
December  in  each  year. 

Part  III.  PERSONNEL  RECORDS 

Section  1.  Personnel  Records  and  Reports.  A  Personnel 
record  of  all  Town  employees,  including  both  elected  and  ap¬ 
pointed  employees,  shall  be  kept  by  the  Town  Accountant  in 
his  office.  Said  record  shall  contain  all  the  vital  statistics  and 
other  pertinent  data  of  each  and  every  person  employed  by 
the  Town.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Town  officer  and  em¬ 
ployee  to  furnish  to  the  Town  Accountant  forthwith,  upon  his 
request,  all  data  needed  for  the  completion  of  this  record,  and 
such  personnel  records  and  reports  as  the  Personnel  Board 
may  require. 

Each  Department  Head  shall  submit  to  the  Town  Ac¬ 
countant  on  Monday  of  each  week,  in  such  form  as  the  Per- 
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sonnel  Board  shall  describe,  a  report  of  all  officers  and  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  department  absent  from  duty  during  the 
calendar  week  immediately  preceding,  specifying  in  each  case 
whether  the  officer  or  employee  was  absent  on  vacation  leave, 
on  leave  of  absence,  on  occupational  sick  leave,  on  non- 
occupational  sick  leave,  on  breavement  leave,  on  court  leave, 
or  on  military  leave,  or  specifying  the  nature  of  his  absence 
if  it  was  not  for  one  of  the  foregoing  reasons. 

Section  2.  Standardization.  The  Personnel  Board,  in 
consultation  with  other  Town  Officers  and  agencies  con¬ 
cerned,  shall  have  the  authority  to  standardize  the  admin¬ 
istrative  forms  and  records  used  in  Town  personnel  admin¬ 
istration,  other  than  those  whose  format  is  regulated  by 
statute  or  by  state  agencies  supervising  municipal  adminis¬ 
tration. 

Part  IV.  REGULAR  NORMAL  WORKING  SCHEDULES 

The  regular  normal  working  schedules  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Town  shall  be  as  follows:

The  regular  normal  working  hours  per  day  and  days  per 
week  shall  be  established  by  the  respective  operating  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Town,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen 
or  such  Department  as  may  be  established  by  law. 


Part  V.  EXTRA-DAY  AND  OVERTIME 


(1)  A  regular  full-time  member  of  the  Police  or  Fire  De¬ 
partment  who  performs  an  extra  day’s  work  in  any 
week  shall  be  paid  therefor  an  amount  equal  to  his  regu¬ 
lar  weekly  compensation  (1/52  of  his  annual  rate)  di¬ 
vided  by  the  number  of  days  in  his  normal  working 
weekly  schedule. 

(2)  Hourly  rated  wage-earners  shall  be  paid  for  overtime 
work  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  times  the  basic 
hourly  rate. 

(3)  All  other  non-supervisory  employees  may,  in  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Department  Head,  be  given  compensatory  time 
off  for  hours  worked  in  excess  of  the  normal  working 
weekly  schedule.

(4)  Supervisory  employees  shall  be  deemed  to  have  a  con¬ 
tinuing  responsibility  to  serve  the  public  and  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  (1),  (2)  and  (3)  above  shall  not  apply  to  them. 

(5)  Overtime  shall  be  worked  only  when  necessary  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Department  Head  and  shall  be  author¬ 
ized  by  him  in  advance. 

Part  VI.  EMPLOYMENTS,  PROMOTIONS  AND  TRANSFERS 

Section  1.  Non-Civil  Service  Personnel.  The  employ¬ 
ment,  promotion  and  transfer  of  the  Town  personnel  not  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  shall  be  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  Except  for  emergency  employees  and  when  not  in  con¬ 
flict  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  no  employ¬ 
ment  in  or  transfer  to  a  paid  appointive  position  in  the 
Town  service  not  subject  to  the  Civil  Service  Law  shall 
take  effect  until  the  same  has  been  approved  by  the 
Personnel  Board  as  being  in  compliance  with  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Classification  and  Compensation 
Plan  and  other  provisions  of  this  by-law;  and  if  such 
employment  or  transfer  is  in  compliance  as  aforesaid, 
the  Personnel  Board  shall  approve  the  same,  and  may 
make  such  approval  retroactive.  In  the  case  of  an 
emergency  declared  by  the  elected  officer  or  Depart¬ 
ment  Head,  the  department  concerned  may,  subject  to 
the  limitations  of  its  appropriation  and  to  such  require¬ 
ments  as  the  Personnel  Board  may  determine,  employ 
emergency  employees  without  the  requirement  of  prior 
approval  by  said  Board. 

(b)  No  employment  or  promotion  hereunder  shall  become 
effective  until  such  time  as  the  appropriation  or  other 
monies  out  of  which  the  compensation  is  to  be  paid 
shall  be  adequate. 

(c)  No  proposed  promotion  to  a  position  subject  to  this  by¬ 
law  shall  be  approved  by  the  Personnel  Board  uijtil  it 
shall  first  have  been  approved  by  the  elected  officer  or 
elected  Department  Head  having  the  supervision  and 
control  of  the  department  in  which  the  employee  is 
employed. 

Section  2.  Personnel  Subject  to  Civil  Service  Law.  No 
person  shall  be  appointed,  transferred,  or  promoted  to  any 
position  in  the  Town  service  which  is  subject  to  the  Civil 
Service  Law  unless  such  appointment,  transfer  or  promotion 
shall  be  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  said  law  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  made  thereunder.  The  provisions 
of  the  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  and  other  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  such  personnel.

Section  3.  Medical  Examinations  of  Job  Applicants. 

Every  applicant  for  employment  by  the  Town  in  a  position 
coming  under  this  by-law  after  the  effective  date  of  this  by¬ 
law  shall  be  certified  by  a  practicing  physician,  designated 
by  the  Town,  as  to  his  or  her  physical  fitness  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  position  to  which  such  applicant  seeks  appoint¬ 
ment,  and  as  to  any  physical  condition  of  the  applicant  which 
might  adversly  affect  the  insurance  coverage  of  the  Town 
under  Chapter  152  of  the  General  Laws  or  the  group  insur¬ 
ance  coverage  of  other  Town  employees. 

Part  VII.  CLASSIFICATION  AND  COMPENSATION  PLAN 

Section  1.  A  Plan  classifying  positions  in  the  service  of 
the  Town  into  groups  and  classes  doing  substantially  similar 
work  or  having  substantially  equal  responsibility  and  the 
compensation  to  be  paid,  together  with  step-ups  in  pay,  is 
hereby  established,  said  Plan  to  be  known  as  the  Classification 
and  Compensation  Plan,  or  “Plan”  being  set  forth  in  the  Ap¬ 
pendix  annexed  hereto  and  being  hereby  made  a  part  thereof. 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  effective  date  of  this  by¬ 
law,  the  Personnel  Board  may  reclassify  and  reestablish  the 
compensation  of  any  employee  coming  within  its  scope;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  such  reclassification  and  reestablish¬ 
ment  of  compensation  shall  not  make  any  special  adjustment 
of  compensation  mandatory  except  those  required  to  make 
the  pay  conform  to  the  applicable  minimum.  Any  special  ad¬ 
justment  made  under  this  provision  shall  take  effect  not 
earlier  than  April  1,  1962. 

Section  2.  The  compensation  to  be  paid  elected  officials 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  at  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

Section  3.  The  classification  of  appointive  personnel, 
whether  regular  full-time  or  regular  part-time  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Personnel  Board  and  their  compensation  and 
steprate  increases  shall  be  that  specified  in  the  Plan. 

Section  4.  Upon  recommendation  of  a  Department  Head 
supported  by  evidence  in  writing  of  special  reasons  and  ex¬ 
ceptional  circumstances  satisfactory  to  the  Personnel  Board, 
said  Board  may  authorize  an  entrance  rate  higher  than  the 
minimum  rate  for  the  position  specified  in  the  Plan. 

Section  5.  When  a  person  already  in  the  service  of  the 
Town  is  transferred  to  another  position  having  a  maximum 
rate  lower  than  the  rate  of  compensation  being  received  by 
him  in  his  former  position,  he  shall  enter  the  new  position 
at  the  maximum  rate. 
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Section  6.  Every  employee  in  an  appointive  position  for 
which  step  rate  increases  are  provided  under  the  Plan  may  be 
considered  for  an  increase  to  the  first  or  next  higher  step 
rate,  as  the  case  may  be,  within  his  compensation  grade.  Any 
such  increase  shall  be  effective  on  the  first  of  the  month  next 
succeeding  any  anniversary  date  of  his  last  employment  in 
Town  service  provided  not  less  than  twelve  months  service 
has  been  rendered  since  the  date  of  last  employment  or  the 
date  of  his  last  preceding  step  rate  increase,  whichever  is  the 
later,  until  the  maximum  rate  is  reached.  Such  step  rate  in¬ 
creases  shall  be  made  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Personnel 
Board  which  shall  consult  with  the  appropriate  Department 
Head  in  respect  of  each  such  rate  increase. 

Section  7.  No  change  in  the  title  of  a  class  of  positions 
shall  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  compensation  of  incum¬ 
bents  serving  in  positions  allocated  to  the  class  at  the  time  of 
such  change. 

Section  8.  No  employee  incumbent  in  a  Town  position 
subject  to  the  by-law  shall  suffer  a  reduction  of  the  salary  or 
wage  being  received  by  him  at  the  time  of  installation  of  the 
Plan.  If  such  employee  is  receiving  a  salary  or  wage  in  excess 
of  the  maximum  rate  established  for  his  position  by  the  Plan, 
such  salary  or  wage  shall  become  a  personal  rate  applicable 
only  to  that  employee  and  to  no  other,  and  shall  disappear 
when  such  employee  leaves  the  Town  service  or  transfers  to 
another  position;  and  no  other  employee  subsequently  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  position  so  vacated  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
personal  rate  of  his  predecessor.  Personal  rates  of  employees 
subject  to  this  Section  shall  not  increase,  but  shall  disappear 
when  equalled  or  exceeded  by  the  rate  established  for  the 
position  concerned  by  any  later  amendments  of  the  Plan. 

Section  9.  Holiday  Pay.  Regular  employees  shall  be 
paid  one  day  at  regular  straight-time  pay  for  all  State  legal 
holidays  which  fall  on,  or  are  observed  on,  regular  scheduled 
work  days.  Thus,  if  a  State  legal  holiday  shall  fall  on  a  Sun¬ 
day  but  shall  be  observed  on  the  following  Monday,  it  shall 
be  paid  for.  If  a  holiday  falls  on  a  Saturday  which  is  not  a 
regularly  scheduled  work  day,  it  shall  not  be  paid  for.  In  the 
case  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  whose  personnel  are 
subject  to  duty  seven  days  a  week,  those  employees  perform¬ 
ing  their  official  duties  on  the  holiday  shall  receive  an  extra 
day’s  pay;  provided, 

(a)  that  if  an  employee  assigned  to  work  on  a  legal  holiday 
shall  not  report  for  duty  because  of  illness,  he  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  an  extra  day’s  pay  as  provided  above;

(b)  that  if  an  employee  working  on  such  legal  holiday  shall 
be  unable  to  complete  a  full  day’s  work  because  of  in¬ 
juries  sustained  by  him  in  line  of  duty  on  such  legal 
holiday,  he  shall  nevertheless  be  entitled  to  the  full 
amount  of  such  extra  day’s  pay; 

(c)  that  if  an  employee  reporting  for  duty  on  a  legal  holi¬ 
day  shall  be  taken  ill  in  the  course  of  the  day’s  work  and 
shall  have  to  be  relieved  of  duty,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
that  portion  of  an  extra  day’s  pay  which  is  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  number  of  hours  that  he  worked  out  of  a  full 
work  day; 

(d)  that  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  be  con¬ 
strued  to  authorize  holiday  pay  for  employees  absent  on 
vacation; 

(e)  that  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to 
Department  Heads;  and 

(f)  that  if  an  employee  shall  work  more  than  one  shift, 
watch  or  tour  of  duty  on  the  same  legal  holiday,  he 
shall  receive  an  extra  day’s  pay  for  the  first  such  shift, 
watch  or  tour  of  duty,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  holi¬ 
day  pay  for  each  subsequent  shift,  watch  or  tour  of 
duty  undertaken  by  him  on  that  same  day. 

Part  VIII. 

CONTINUING  STUDY  OF  EMPLOYEE’S  PAY,  HOURS 
AND  WORKING  CONDITIONS 

Section  1.  Studies  by  Personnel  Board.  The  Personnel 
Board  from  time  to  time,  of  its  own  motion,  shall  review  and 
investigate  the  work  content  and  standard  rates  of  compen¬ 
sation  of  all  positions  within  the  scope  of  this  by-law,  said 
reviews  and  investigations  to  cover  all  such  positions  at  inter¬ 
vals  of  not  more  than  three  years.  The  Personnel  Board  may 
make  such  other  investigations  of  the  conditions  of  employ¬ 
ment  of  such  employees  as  it  deems  necessary  and  proper, 
and  may  investigate  any  complaint  relative  to  such  condi¬ 
tions  as  may  be  filed  with  the  Board  by  any  Department 
Head,  Town  employee  or  other  person  or  organization. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  make  such  recommendations 
to  the  regular  Annual  Town  Meeting  relative  to  the  amend¬ 
ment  of  this  by-law  as  the  Board  deems  necessary  and  proper, 
but  shall  report  out  no  recommendations  to  a  special  Town 
Meeting  other  than  a  recommendation  authorized  by  Section 
2  of  this  Part  VIII. 

Section  2.  Emergency  Classifications  and  Compensation. 

In  the  case  of  urgent  necessity  the  Personnel  Board,  after 
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consultation  with  the  appointing  authority,  may  anticipate 
formal  action  by  the  Town  Meeting  by  establishing  new  clas¬ 
ses  of  positions,  and  compensation  therefor,  subject  to  sub¬ 
sequent  early  ratification  by  the  Town  at  a  Town  Meeting. 

Part.  IX.  VACATION  LEAVE 

Section  1.  Vacation  leave  shall  be  granted  to  regular 
full-time  employees  subject  to  the  following  provisions: 

(a)  In  the  instance  of  employees  who  have  been  employed 
for  less  than  twelve  months  as  of  May  first  in  the  cur¬ 
rent  year,  vacation  leave  of  one  day  shall  be  granted 
with  full  pay  for  each  month  of  employment  provided 
(1)  that  such  vacation  leave  shall  not  exceed  ten  days, 
and  (2)  that  such  vacation  leave  credit  shall  be  calcu¬ 
lated  from  the  first  day  of  employment. 

(b)  Vacation  leave  of  two  calendar  weeks  with  full  pay 
shall  be  granted  to  any  such  employee  who,  as  of  May 
first,  has  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  at  least  one 
year,  but  less  than  fifteen  years. 

(c)  Vacation  leave  of  three  calendar  weeks  with  full  pay 
shall  be  granted  to  any  such  employee  who,  as  of  May 
first,  has  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  fifteen  years 
or  more. 

(d)  Weekly  vacation  pay  for  full-time  salaried  employees 
is  to  be  calculated  by  dividing  the  number  of  days  in 
the  year  into  the  basic  annual  salary  as  of  the  time 
the  vacation  pay  is  drawn.  Weekly  vacation  pay  for 
full-time  hourly-paid  employees  is  based  on  forty  (40) 
hours  at  the  basic  straight-time  hourly  rate  at  the  time 
the  vacation  pay  is  drawn. 

(e)  The  time  of  granting  vacation  leave  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Department  Head. 

(f)  In  the  event  of  termination  of  employment  for  any  rea¬ 
son  other  than  voluntary  resignation  or  dismissal  for 
cause,  or  by  reason  of  retirement,  of  any  employee  who 
has  been  in  the  continuous  service  of  the  Town  for  at 
least  one  year,  such  employee  shall  be  paid  or  entitled 
to  time  off  with  pay  for  any  portion  of  his  vacation 
which  may  have  accrued  since  the  employee’s  immedi¬ 
ately  preceding  vacation.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of 
an  employee,  any  such  accrued  vacation  pay  shall  be 
payable  to  his  estate. 

(g)  Vacations  with  pay  shall  be  taken  in  the  year  in  which 
they  are  due  and  shall  not  accumulate  from  year  to 
year. 
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Section  2.  Vacation  Leave  For  Regular  Part-Time  Em¬ 
ployees.  Regular  part-time  employees  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  amount  of  vacation  leave  in  the  ratio  that  their  part- 
time  employment  bears  to  full-time  employment. 

Part  X.  COURT  LEAVE  PROVISIONS 

Section  1.  When  To  Be  Granted.  A  court  leave  of  ab¬ 
sence  shall  be  granted  to  any  Town  officer  or  employee  who 

(a)  is  called  to  serve  upon  a  jury,  or 

(b)  is  summoned  to  appear  in  court  as  a  witness,  or 

(c)  shall  request  court  leave  for  the  purpose  of  appearing 
in  court  as  a  defendant  or  litigant.  Such  leave  shall  be 
granted  only  for  the  period  of  such  jury  service  or  for 
the  period  during  which  said  officer  or  employee  is  re¬ 
quired  to  be  in  court;  and  it  shall  in  no  way  affect  the 
employment  rights  of  said  officer  or  employee. 

Section  2.  Status  of  Jury  and  Witness  Fees.  If  the  jury 
or  witness  fees,  exclusive  of  travel  allowances,  received  by  said 
officer  or  employee  for  such  jury  duty  or  for  service  as  a  wit¬ 
ness  in  court  shall  be  less  than  the  regular  rate  of  compen¬ 
sation  received  by  him  from  the  Town,  the  difference  between 
said  fees  and  said  regular  rate  of  compensation  shall  be  paid 
to  such  officer  or  employee  by  the  Town.  If  the  amount  of 
such  fees  received  by  said  officer  or  employee  shall  exceed  the 
regular  rate  of  compensation  received  by  him  from  the  Town, 
no  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  him  by  the  Town  for  the 
period  of  his  jury  duty  or  witness  duty;  provided,  however, 
that  to  qualify  for  any  payment  by  the  Town  hereunder,  the 
officer  or  employee  aforesaid  must  furnish  the  Town  Accoun¬ 
tant  with  complete  and  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  jury  or 
witness  fees  paid.  As  used  in  this  paragraph,  the  phrase 
“regular  rate  of  compensation”  shall  mean  the  amount  of 
salary  or  wages  which  the  Town  would  pay  to  such  officer 
or  employee  for  the  hours  of  work  which  he  would  normally 
perform  during  the  calendar  time  period  otherwise  consumed 
by  his  jury  or  witness  service. 

Section  3.  Private  Court  Appearances.  When  court  leave 
is  granted  to  an  officer  or  employee  to  appear  in  court  as  a 
defendant  or  litigant,  it  shall  be  granted  without  pay;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  the  said  officer  or  employee  may  substi¬ 
tute  one  day  of  court  leave  with  pay  for  one  day  of  vacation 
leave  with  pay,  not  to  exceed  in  number  the  total  number  of 
days  of  vacation  leave  with  pay  due  to  said  officer  or  employee 
during  the  year  in  which  such  court  leave  with  pay  is  granted. 
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Part  XI.  MILITARY  LEAVE  PROVISIONS 

(1)  Employees  coming  within  the  scope  of  this  by-law 
with  a  minimum  of  six  consecutive  months  employment  with 
the  Town  who  serve  in  the  State  or  Federal  military  training 
forces  under  orders  shall  be  allowed  full  pay  for  not  more 
than  two  calendar  weeks  and  shall  be  granted  a  military  leave 
of  absence  without  pay  for  the  period  of  their  required  service 
with  said  forces  in  excess  thereof. 

(2)  Military  leave  of  absence  with  pay  shall  be  granted  to 
employees  of  the  Town  on  occasion  of  their  appearance  before 
local  draft  boards  or  draft  appeal  boards,  or  for  physical  ex¬ 
aminations  ordered  by  said  boards,  but  no  such  leave  shall  be 
granted  for  a  period  of  more  than  one  day  without  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Department  Head.  Such  leave  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  a  military  leave  of  absence. 

(3)  A  military  leave  of  absence  without  pay  shall  be 
granted  to  any  Town  officer  or  employee  called  to  active  duty 
with  the  State  or  Federal  armed  forces  for  purposes  other  than 
the  routine  annual  tour  of  duty  for  training  purposes. 

(4)  As  used  herein,  the  phrases  “military  training  forces” 
or  “armed  forces”  shall  mean  the  United  States  Air  Force,  the 
United  States  Army,  the  United  States  Navy,  the  United 
States  Marine  Corps,  the  United  States  Coast  Guard,  the 
Massachusetts  National  Guard,  the  Massachusetts  Air  Na¬ 
tional  Guard,  the  Massachusetts  State  Guard,  and  any  and 
all  components  thereof. 

Part  XII.  SICK  LEAVE  PROVISIONS 
Section  1.  Occupational  Sick  Leave 

(a)  Each  employee  subject  to  Chapter  152  of  the  General 
Laws  pertaining  to  workmen’s  compensation  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said  Chapter. 

(b)  Each  employee  not  covered  by  said  Chapter  152,  includ¬ 
ing  firemen  and  policemen,  who  sustains  injury  or  ill¬ 
ness  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment 
in  the  Town  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his  full 
pay  for  the  period  of  his  incapacity.  If  such  period  ex¬ 
ceeds  thirty  days,  continued  payment  beyond  such 
period  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Personnel 
Board,  which  may  require  periodic  written  medical  tes¬ 
timony  supporting  the  claim  of  continued  incapacity 
as  a  condition  precedent  to  its  approval. 

Section  2.  Non-Occupational  Sick  Leave.  The  granting 
of  non-occupational  sick  leave  and  the  payment  of  compen¬ 
sation  to  persons  on  non-occupational  sick  leave  due  to  total 
disability  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  provisions: 
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(a)  The  Department  Head  shall  investigate  and  ascertain 
the  validity  of  any  request  for  non-occupational  sick 
leave  made  by  an  employee  of  his  department,  and 
shall  approve  the  same  if  he  is  satisfied  as  to  the  valid¬ 
ity  of  such  request.  A  physician’s  certificate  may  be  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Department  Head  in  any  case  of  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  claimed  hereunder  if  such  leave 
is  of  less  than  fifteen  calendar  days  duration.  If  such 
leave  exceeds  fifteen  calendar  days  duration,  such  cer¬ 
tificate  may  be  required  by  either  the  Department  Head 
or  the  Personnel  Board. 

(b)  Non-occupational  sick  leave  without  pay  may  be  gran¬ 
ted  to  any  employee  not  coming  within  the  scope  of  this 
by-law,  but  no  such  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  with  pay. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  regular  full-time  employees,  no  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  with  pay  shall  be  granted  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  three  months  of  employment,  but  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  without  pay  may  be  granted. 

(d)  A  regular  full-time  employee  who  has  been  employed 
by  the  Town  for  more  than  three  months  but  less  than 
one  year  may  be  granted  non-occupational  sick  leave 
with  full  pay  for  one  calendar  week.  Such  employees 
who  have  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  at  least  one 
year  but  not  more  than  two  years  may  be  granted  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  with  full  pay  for  two  calendar 
weeks.  Such  employees  who  have  been  employed  by  the 
Town  for  more  than  two  years  may  be  granted  an  addi¬ 
tional  three  calendar  days  of  non-occupational  sick 
leave  with  full  pay  for  each  successive  full  year  of  em¬ 
ployment. 

(e)  In  the  instance  of  any  regular  part-time  employee,  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  payments  to  such  employee 
hereunder  shall  be  on  the  same  basis  as  is  provided  in 
paragraphs  (c)  and  (d)  above,  but  shall  be  prorated 
according  to  the  number  of  hours  or  days  of  work  per 
full-time  week  which  such  employee  is  normally  re¬ 
quired  to  perform.  No  payment  shall  be  made  on  a 
claim  under  this  paragraph  until  the  basis  of  payment 
shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Personnel  Board. 

(f)  Successive  periods  of  total  disability  for  which  sick 
leave  with  pay  is  payable  shall  be  added  together  in 
determining  whether  an  employee  has  received  sick 
leave  pay  for  the  maximum  period  to  which  he  is  en¬ 
titled  under  the  above  schedule.  However,  an  employee 
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shall  requalify  for  the  maximum  period  of  benefits  to 
which  his  credited  service  entitles  him  under  the 
schedule  after  he  shall  have  worked  for  whichever  of 
'  the  following  periods  is  first  completed: 

(i)  a  total  of  26  weeks  since  his  last  period  of  total  dis¬ 
ability  due  to  non-occupational  sick  leave,  or 

(ii)  a  total  of  26  weeks  since  his  last  period  of  total  dis¬ 
ability  during  which  his  maximum  period  of  sick 
leave  with  pay  expired. 

Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  Section  2  shall 
operate  to  reduce  the  period  of  non-occupational  sick 
leave  pay  to  which  an  employee  may  be  entitled  if  such 
employee  was  in  the  Town  service  on  the  date  im¬ 
mediately  preceding  the  effective  date  of  this  by-law 
until  such  an  employee  has  exhausted  such  greater 
leave. 

(g)  Non-occupational  sick  leave  with  pay  shall  not  be 
granted  if  the  Personnel  Board  determines  that  the 
total  disability  is  due  to  over-indulgence  in  alcohol  or 
narcotics  or  to  the  employee’s  own  misconduct. 

(h)  Any  dispute  as  to  the  eligibility  of  an  employee  to  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  payments  hereunder  or  as  to 
the  amount  of  such  payments  may  be  taken  to  the 
Personnel  Board  by  the  employee  concerned,  by  the  em¬ 
ploying  authority  or  by  the  Town  Accountant,  and  the 
decision  of  the  Personnel  Board  as  to  such  dispute  shall 
be  final. 

Part.  XIII.  MISCELLANEOUS  LEAVE  PROVISIONS 

Section  1.  Bereavement  Leave.  Bereavement  leave  with¬ 
out  loss  of  pay,  not  to  exceed  three  days  as  the  Department 
Head  may  determine,  may  be  granted  by  him  to  any  officer 
or  employee  of  the  department  on  account  of  a  death  in  the 
immediate  family  of  such  officer  or  employee. 

Section  2.  Leave  Without  Pay.  Except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  by-law,  all  leaves  of  absence  shall  be  without 
compensation  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Department  Head,  but  in  no  event  shall  a  leave  of  absence 
be  granted  with  or  without  pay  for  the  purpose  of  seeking,  or 
trying  out,  another  job. 

Part  XIV.  RIGHT  OF  APPEAL 

All  employees  coming  within  the  scope  of  this  by-law 
shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Personnel  Board  from 
decisions  made  by  Department  Heads  on  matters  covered  by 
this  by-law  and  the  decision  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall 
be  final. 
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Part  XV.  AMENDMENTS  AND  SEVERANCE 

Section  1.  Amendments.  It  shall  be  Town  policy  to 
amend  this  by-law  only  at  an  Annual  Town  Meeting,  unless 
amendment  at  an  earlier  time  shall  be  made  clearly  imper¬ 
ative  by  a  specific  provision  of  State  Law.  This  by-law  shall 
not  be  amended  at  a  special  Town  Meeting  except  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  said  Town  Meeting. 

Section  2.  Severance  Clause.  The  provisions  of  this  by¬ 
law  are  hereby  declared  to  be  severable,  and  if  any  such  pro¬ 
vision  or  the  application  of  any  such  provision  to  any  person 
or  circumstances  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid,  illegal  or  un¬ 
constitutional,  such  invalidity,  illegality  or  unconstitutional¬ 
ity  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the  validity,  legality  or 
constitutionality  of  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  the 
application  of  said  by-law  to  persons  or  circumstances  other 
than  those  as  to  which  it  is  held  invalid,  illegal  or  uncon¬ 
stitutional.

Delete  this  paragraph  and  substitute  therefor: 

On  the  north  side  of  Main  Street 
extending  back  to  former  railroad  property  (Chatham 
Branch)  from  Route  124  (Pleasant  Lake  Avenue)  east 
to  a  point  approximately  two  hundred  feet  (200')  parallel 
with  the  west  side  of  Oak  Street.

I.  In  Commercial  Districts,  buildings,  structures  and 
premises  may  be  used  for  any  lawful  business,  services

Not  more  than  two  (2)  signs 
other  than  those  which  are  attached  to  and  part  of  the 
architectural  design  of  a  building  or  structures,  shall  be 
permitted  on  each  of  these  premises. 

Note:  Dwellings  including  private  garage  may  be  con¬ 
structed  in  Commercial  Districts  but  must  be  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  all  rules  required  under  dwelling  construction, 
location  and  lot  size,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  re¬ 
quest  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
subdivision  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  as  follows: 
Under  Section  IV  Design  Standards  Section  J  substitute  the 
following  new  section:

3.  Other  types  of  road  surfaces  of  equal  or  better  grade 
may  be  approved.  (To  secure  the  performance  of  the 
Design  Standards  of  streets  as  required  above  the  sub¬ 
divider  shall  furnish  a  properly  executed  covenant,  ex¬ 
ecuted  and  duly  recorded  by  the  owner  of  record  run¬ 
ning  with  the  land  whereby  such  ways  shall  be  construct¬ 
ed  in  accordance  with  the  agreement  executed  by  appli¬ 
cant  and  provided  to  serve  any  lot  before  such  lot  may 
be  built  upon  or  conveyed.) 

Under  Contents  page  23  of  sub-division  rules  paragraph  C 
add  the  following:  “Where  land  is  not  readily  visible  for 
proper  drainage,  where  new  roads  are  proposed  a  suitable 
profile  plan  shall  be  submitted  with  the  definitive  plan,  drawn 
to  a  horizontal  scale  of  one  inch  (1")  equals  forty  (40')  feet 
and  a  vertical  scale  of  one  inch  (1")  equals  (4')  feet  showing 
existing  grades  and  final  grades  after  road  construction.  Such 
profile  plans  must  be  signed  by  the  owner  of  the  property 
to  show  their  approval;  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request 
of  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  by  inserting  in 
Section  3.  General,  after  paragraph  (g),  two  new  paragraphs, 
(h)  and  (i),  to  read  as  follows: 

(h)  Among  other  purposes  this  By-Law  is  intended 
and  designed  to  conserve  the  natural  conditions,  wild  life, 
and  open  spaces  for  the  education,  recreation,  and  general 
welfare  of  the  public,  to  protest  and  preserve  the  natural 
features  and  resources;  to  avoid  undue  concentration  of 
population;  to  avoid  overcrowding  of  land;  to  provide  ade¬ 
quate  light  and  air;  to  protect  the  public  health  and  safety;

(f)  Any  of  the  following  uses  but  not  to  include  the  erec¬ 
tion,  construction,  alteration,  enlargement,  or  moving 
of  any  building  or  structure: 

(1)  Recreation  and  study,  including  boating,  fishing  and 
hunting  where  otherwise  legally  permitted. 

(2)  Agriculture. 

(g)  Any  of  the  following  uses  on  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals: 

(1)  Boat  houses,  boat  walks,  ramps  and  landings. 

Except  as  provided  above  there  shall  be  in  all  districts 
in  the  marshland,  swamp  lands,  ponds,  lakes,  rivers,  streams, 
and  lands  subject  to  periodic  or  seasonal  flooding: 

No  land  fill,  land  reclamation,  or  dumping. 

No  Excavation. 

No  buildings  or  structures. 

No  permanent  storage  of  materials  or  equipment, 
and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  by  inserting  after  Article 
X  the  following  new  section: 

Article  XI — 1.  The  Selectmen  in  conjunction  with  the 
Chief  of  Police  may  have  the  power  to  make  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  relative  to  imposing  a  curfew  of  9  o’clock  for  all  chil¬ 
dren  under  nineteen  years  of  age  to  be  off  the  streets  unless 
accompanied  by  an  adult  on  certain  nights  during  the  year 
especially  the  night  before  the  Fourth  and  Halloween  and 
other  holiday  eves  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

Barnstable  County  Health  Department 


To:  Board  of  Health 

Town  of  Harwich,  Massachusetts 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  no  cases  of  paralytic 
poliomyetilis  were  reported.  The  immunization  program 
against  this  disease  has  been  continued,  and  a  fifth  dose 
of  vaccine  has  been  given  to  children  in  the  first  grades 
and  kindergartens,  who  entered  school  in  September.  Ap¬ 
proximately  one  half  of  the  schools  in  the  County  were  cov¬ 
ered  during  the  fall  sessions  and  the  remainder  will  be  cov¬ 
ered  early  in  1962. 

As  a  special  project,  we  have  examined  a  representative 
sample  of  waters  taken  from  private  wells  in  the  thickly 
populated  villages  of  Orleans  and  Wellfleet.  Bacterial  con¬ 
tamination  was  found  in  a  larger  number  of  wells  than  we 
would  usually  expect,  and  using  one  chemical  constituent  of 
detergent  powders  as  an  index,  we  found  that  pollution  of 
the  ground  waters  by  sewage  is  presenting  a  problem.  In  this 
connection,  we  would  point  out  the  increase  in  the  incidence 
of  infectious  hepatitis,  which  has  occurred  in  this  County. 
This  is  one  virus  disease,  where  water  supplies  have  been 
implicated  as  a  transmitting  agent.  We  can  also  strongly 
suspect  that  other  enteric  virus  diseases  are  also  carried  by 
contaminated  water  supplies.  Part  of  the  solution  of  this 
problem,  would  be  the  extension  of  public  water  supplies  to 
thickly  populated  areas  not  now  served,  and  more  adequate 
attention  to  the  water  supplies  of  proposed  subdivisions  where 
small  building  lots  are  involved.  In  addition,  the  construction 
of  public  sewerage  systems  in  some  of  our  Towns  is  indicated.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  activities  of  the  Board  have  been  steadily  increasing 
by  way  of  subdivisions  of  property  requiring  Public  hearings 
as  well  as  forty-nine  plans  that  did  not  require  Public  Hear¬ 
ings  but  did  require  the  approval  and  signature  of  the  Board 
before  filing  with  the  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Barnstable  or  the 
Land  Court  in  Boston. 

A  hearing  was  sponsored  by  the  Board  on  the  proposed 
changes  in  Use  Regulations  In  Commercial  Areas  in  the  Pro¬ 
tective  By-Laws,  as  well  as  Sub-division  By-Laws  covering 
streets,  etc.  Last  year’s  change  in  Commercial  Areas  was  re¬ 
viewed  at  this  meeting. 

At  the  request  of  the  Conservation  Commission  a  hearing 
was  sponsored  on  the  proposal  to  amend  Protective  By-Law 
to  cover  protection  and  preservation  of  marshes,  wetlands, 
streams  and  ponds,  etc.  in  the  Town  of  Harwich.  Articles  for 
the  above  changes  will  appear  in  the  Town  Warrant  for  the 
Annual  Meeting  in  March,  1962. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submitted  four  plans  for  streets 
for  acceptance  by  the  Town.  Archibald  Circle  and  Hudson 
Lane  both  in  West  Harwich;  Crosby  Road  in  Harwich  Port; 
Sound  View  Road  in  South  Harwich.  All  plans  had  the  unani¬ 
mous  approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Chairman  A.  F.  Trowbridge  found  it  expedient  to  resign 
from  the  Planning  Board  because  of  long  absences  from  the 
Cape,  resignation  to  take  effect  at  the  election  of  a  new  mem¬ 
ber  to  fill  the  unexpired  term,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
March. 

Again  we  want  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  splen¬ 
did  cooperation  of  our  Selectmen,  Appeals  Board,  Building 
Inspector,  and  various  Departments. 

A  request  for  additional  funds  with  which  to  meet  our 
expenses  was  granted  by  the  Finance  Committee.

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Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Personnel  by-law  was  adopted  in  1960  as  Article  6  of 
the  Warrant.  This  is,  therefore,  the  second  report  of  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board. 

Following  the  1961  Town  Meeting,  the  Selectmen  ap¬ 
pointed  Mr.  Philip  V.  Thomson,  in  replacement  of  the  late 
Peter  Barber,  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Mr.  Henry  F.  Smith  was 
appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  Mr.  J.  Waldo  Myers 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  Pursuant  to  an  amendment  adopted 
at  the  1961  Town  Meeting,  future  appointments  will  be  for  a 
term  of  three  years. 

Following  their  appointment,  the  Personnel  Board  met 
and  organized  as  indicated  by  the  signatories  to  this  Report. 

The  Board  met  from  time  to  time  as  required  and  duly 
classified  new  and  promoted  employees  and,  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Department  Heads  concerned,  authorized 
several  step  rate  increases  in  compensation. 

The  Chairman  represented  the  Board  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Municipal  Per¬ 
sonnel  Boards  of  which  the  Town  of  Harwich  is  a  member. 
These  meetings  enable  us  to  discuss  personnel  problems  with 
the  Board  members  of  other  towns. 

During  the  year  numerous  personnel  difficulties  have 
been  encountered  by  the  Department  Heads.  Among  these, 
for  example,  have  been  the  resignation  of  experienced  em¬ 
ployees  to  accept  better  paying  positions  elsewhere,  difficul¬ 
ties  in  obtaining  qualified  or  suitable  replacements  at  the  pay 
fixed  by  the  by-law  and  some  lowering  of  morale  due  to  a 
feeling  that  salaries  and  wages  were  fixed  at  an  inadequate 
or  non-competitive  level.  The  Board  made  every  effort  pos¬ 
sible  within  the  limitations  of  the  by-law  to  assist  in  the 
solution  of  these  problems.  The  situation  has  amply  con¬ 
firmed  the  feeling  of  the  Board  reported  a  year  ago  that  the 
classification  and  schedule  of  compensation,  benefit  rules  and 
other  aspects  of  the  problem,  such  as  working  schedules, 
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could  be  greatly  improved  if  the  by-law  were  brought  up  to 
date  and  brought  more  in  line  with  existing  and  probable 
near-future  conditions  and  otherwise  made  more  complete 
and  easier  to  administer. 

In  line  with  the  above,  the  Personnel  Board  has  carried 
on  a  substantial  amount  of  research  and  study  of  the  person¬ 
nel  problems  facing  the  Town.  It  also  engaged  in  numerous 
discussions  with  the  Selectmen  and  other  Department  Heads. 
As  a  result,  we  are  submitting  under  separate  cover  a  com¬ 
plete  revision  of  the  existing  by-law  which  is  recommended 
for  adoption  by  the  voters.  This  action  is  imperative  if  the 
Town  is  to  recruit  and  hold  qualified  personnel  and  maintain 
a  satisfactory  esprit  de  corps.  This  arduous  task  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  without  retaining  paid  professional  consultants 
in  this  specialized  field  as  is  the  practice  of  most  cities  and 
towns. 

The  Board  is  also  submitting  a  recommendation  for  a 
modest  budget  item  to  cover  our  administrative  expenses.  If 
the  revised  by-law  and  the  budget  item  are  adopted,  the 
Board  hopes  to  be  able  to  reprint  the  by-law  in  a  small-sized 
convenient  booklet  for  distribution  to  employees,  applicants 
for  Town  positions,  Department  Heads  and  other  interested 
parties. 

The  Personnel  Board  has  not  yet  succeeded  in  obtaining 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  suitable  service  rec¬ 
ord  card  for  each  Town  employee  covered  by  the  Personnel 
by-law.  This  is  an  essential  part  of  the  Board’s  program  as 
such  a  record  greatly  helps  to  insure  proper  audit  and  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  Board’s  decisions.  The  revised  by-law  pro¬ 
vides  that  this  record  shall  be  maintained  by  the  Town 
Accountant. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that,  notwithstanding  the 
above-mentioned  difficulties  with  the  existing  by-law,  we 
have  noted  an  increased  understanding  on  the  part  of  De¬ 
partment  Heads  of  the  by-law  and  an  earnest  desire  to  co¬ 
operate  fully  in  obtaining  the  many  advantages  of  this  type 
of  personnel  administration.

This  year  the  department  has  carried  on  a  diligent  pro¬ 
gram  of  instruction  and  drills,  in  the  field  of  fire  suppression, 
and  the  rescue  squad  an  intensive  program  in  the  newer  tech¬ 
niques  of  life  saving.  The  department  is  endeavoring  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  changing  times,  by  attending  lectures  and  train¬ 
ing  programs  wherever  information  is  available. 

Again  I  want  to  report  that  all  equipment  is  in  fine  con¬ 
dition.  This  due  to  preventative  maintenance,  and  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  best  equipment  available.  It  is  wasteful  economy 
not  to  provide  apparatus  and  equipment  of  the  best  and  most 
dependable  type. 
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This  coming  year  I  am  requesting  the  purchase  of  avail¬ 
able  property  adjacent  to  the  fire  station  for  expansion  of 
our  training  facilities  and  additional  parking  area.  The  pres¬ 
ent  owner  has  been  most  cooperative  in  allowing  us  to  tres¬ 
pass  on  her  property  while  parking  or  drilling,  but  now  has 
put  the  property  on  the  market  for  sale,  and  I  feel  that  the 
Town  should  purchase  same  while  we  have  the  opportunity. 

Another  article  to  be  presented  this  coming  year  will  be 
the  request  for  funds  to  purchase  and  install  tone  operated 
receivers  in  the  firemen’s  homes.  This  request  is  essential, 
due  to  the  change  to  be  made  in  the  telephone  system,  which 
will  nullify  our  present  dispatching  system.  Knowing  that 
the  present  audible  signals  alone  would  not  be  effective  to 
alert  personnel  throughout  the  Town,  I  felt  a  supplementary 
system  must  be  found  to  communicate  alarms  with  speed  and 
dispatch.  In  making  a  survey  of  communities  faced  with  the 
same  problem,  I  found  that  with  the  addition  of  home  receiv¬ 
ing  equipment  it  will  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  by  increasing  the  attendance  at  fires,  increase  the 
speed  of  response,  and  overcome  the  complaints  of  not  hear¬ 
ing  the  alarm. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  men  and  dispatchers  of  the  de¬ 
partment  for  their  cooperation  and  donation  of  time  during 
the  last  year;  to  the  members  and  Chiefs  of  other  towns  and 
to  the  Citizens  of  Harwich  for  their  cooperation.

The  following  inspections  were  made  for  additions  to 
present  wiring,  three  wire  service  to  replace  old  two  wire 
systems,  off  peak  hot  water  meters,  new  homes  and  contrac¬ 
tors  services  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1961. 

All  new  homes  require  two  inspections,  one  roughing  in 
and  the  final  inspection  when  the  service  is  completed  and 
ready  for  connection  to  the  poles  on  the  street.  The  first 
inspection  is  not  included  in  our  total.  Before  many  instal¬ 
lations  are  started  we  look  over  the  property  with  the  elec¬ 
tricians,  advising  them  what  should  be  done  to  comply  with 
the  code. 

Most  of  the  new  homes  erected  this  year  have  100  Amp. 
services  installed  and  it  is  recommended  by  the  inspector, 
that  all  future  homes  should  have  a  service  of  at  least  100 
ampere  capacity.

Report  of  the  Park  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  year  1961  the  Park  Commissioners  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  fulfilling  the  many  and  several  wishes  of  the  voters 
of  the  Town.  Among  these  wishes  can  be  listed  the  following: 

Brooks  Park. 

All  necessary  work  was  done  in  the  Park,  also  bleachers 
along  Oak  Street  were  taken  down  and  rebuilt  to  cover  the 
underwriters  requirements  of  safety.  All  other  bleachers  had 
repairs  to  cover  insurance  laws.  Temporary  repairs  were  made 
on  the  Band  Stand  but  much  more  is  needed  to  be  done  for 
safety  purposes. 

Article  86  on  Tennis  Court  was  carried  out  and  all  work 
completed.  Fences  were  repaired,  Flowers  were  planted  and 
ball  field  was  kept  up. 

East  End  of  Long  Pond. 

All  necessary  work  was  done  for  the  upkeep  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  bathing  beach,  including  the  work  from  Article 
84. 

Parking  Lot — Harwichport. 

All  required  work  was  done. 

Squares. 

All  squares  were  mowed  weekly.  Flowers  were  planted 
with  what  the  budget  would  allow. 

Doane  Park  in  Harwichport  shows  much  improvement  with 
the  new  Veterans’  Stone.  Thanks  to  the  Towns  people  and 
to  the  American  Legion  for  this  improvement. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Park  Com¬

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Annual  Report  of  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission 


In  its  twelfth  annual  report  to  the  town,  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission  outlines  a  summation  of  an  ex¬ 
panded  and  strengthened  recreation  program  and  accepts 
the  challenge  for  increased  creative  service  to  all  ages  in  the 
community. 

The  popular  Recreation  Building  has  undergone  a  fairly 
complete  “face-lifting”,  having  had  the  exterior  painted  in 
the  Spring  and  in  the  late  Fall,  sunny  yellow  halls  and  aqua 
rooms  replaced  the  grime  of  many  years.  During  ten  months 
there  were  645  room  assignments  for  a  wide  range  of  activ¬ 
ities,  with  15,685  individuals  using  the  facilities.  The  office 
has  been  modernized  and  with  the  addition  of  suitable  stor¬ 
age  cabinets  is  now  serving  its  ultimate  purpose.  Sharing  the 
office  with  the  Commission  is  the  Department  of  Veterans 
Services.  We  are  most  grateful  for  two  gifts  from  generous 
town  residents;  a  piano  for  each  of  the  two  rooms  on  the 
first  floor.  Working  record  players  and  radios  would  also  find 
a  good  home  here.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Commission  to  hard¬ 
top  the  parking-area,  in  order  to  eliminate  the  mud,  extend 
the  very  limited  building  space,  to  provide  an  all  season  play¬ 
ground  which  shall  include  a  roller  and/or  ice  skating  area. 

Because  of  the  foresightedness  of  this  Commission  in  ac¬ 
quiring  recreation  land  adjoining  Brooks  Park,  it  was  able 
to  transfer  approximately  forty  acres  to  the  School  Commit¬ 
tee  for  the  proposed  new  six-year  school,  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  the  Recreation  Commission  would  be  permitted 
to  use  the  new  facilities  for  recreational  purposes  at  any 
time  providing  the  school  had  no  previous  commitments.  The 
Multi-purpose  and  Little  League  Fields  were  included  in  the 
area. 

It  is  desirable  therefore  that  the  Town  acquire  additional 
acreage  for  recreation,  particularly  for  the  establishment  of 
much  needed  neighborhood  playgrounds,  one  in  each  fast¬ 
growing  village. 

The  Aquatic  Program  attracted  a  total  enrollment  of  143 
at  Sand  Pond.  An  additional  instructor  was  provided,  making 
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a  staff  of  three,  including  the  Director  and  assistant.  89  were 
registered  as  beginners;  34  Intermediates;  9  Swimmers  and  11 
Junior  and  Senior  Lifesavers.  Although  all  sports  were  popu¬ 
lar  and  classes  well  attended,  swimming  was  “tops”. 

Some  of  the  improvements  made  at  the  Sand  Pond  area 
include  several  picnic  tables  and  benches;  raft;  “H”  dock 
and  additional  sand  fill  placed  along  the  shores  of  the  pond, 
to  provide  a  gently  sloping  bottom.  A  recurring  vandalism, 
with  destruction  of  building  and  property  has  been  one  of 
our  problems.  While  we  feel  the  need  of  additional  protec¬ 
tion,  it  seems,  to  quote  from  the  London  Park  Administration 
“that  additional  expenditure  on  policing  could  better  be  spent 
on  a  more  positive  policy  of  substituting  park  play-leaders, 
ensuring  full  use  of  facilities,  greater  benefit  to  the  user,  de¬ 
velopment  of  physical  and  mental  potential,  and  limitation 
of  vandalism  and  anti-social  behavior.” 

We  are  proud  to  announce  that  the  flag  now  flying 
over  the  Recreation  Building,  has  flown  over  the  Capitol  of 
the  United  States,  certificated  by  J.  George  Stewart,  Archi¬ 
tect  of  the  Capitol,  courtesy  of  the  Honorable  Hastings  Keith.

With  the  approval  of  the  School  Committee,  the  Com¬ 
mission  cooperated  financially  in  establishing  a  lighted  out¬ 
door  basketball  court  on  the  High  School  grounds.  Were  it 
not  for  the  labor  and  “know-how”  contributed  by  a  hard¬ 
working  group  of  young  Harwich  men  eager  for  an  evening 
of  sport,  their  ambition  would  not  have  been  realized. 

By  invitation  of  the  Recreation  Department  of  Otis  Air 
Force  Base,  approximately  twenty  Recreation  leaders  met  in 
conference  with  Miss  Vauncy  of  the  National  Recreation  As¬ 
sociation,  Tuesday,  November  28,  at  the  Officers  Club.  The 
Chairman,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  the  Commission  at¬ 
tended  and  participated  in  a  helpful  discussion  covering  many 
phases  of  recreation. 

RECREATION  and  members  of  the  Commission,  as  well 
as  the  Town  of  Harwich  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  sudden 
and  unexpected  death  of  Earle  F.  Bassett  on  April  10  of  this 
year.  As  the  founding  force,  he  was  known  as  the  “Father 
of  Recreation”  in  Harwich.  Appointed  as  the  first  member  of 
the  Commission,  he  was  subsequently  re-elected  to  two  suc¬ 
cessive  five  year  terms.  He  was  instrumental  in  acquiring  the 
seventy  acre  tract  of  land  adjoining  Brooks  Park,  for  civic 
and  recreational  development.  It  was  through  his  efforts  that 
the  Recreation  Building  was  secured  by  the  Town  and  that 
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the  Commission  affiliated  with  the  National  Recreation  As¬ 
sociation.  Among  the  many  major  projects  sponsored  by  the 
Commission  and  the  Council,  during  his  term,  was  the  Har¬ 
wich  Junior  Theatre  for  which  the  Town  has  received  na¬ 
tional  recognition.  Earle  devoted  much  time  to  the  theatre 
and  publicized  its  activities  through  the  medium  of  photo¬ 
graphy.  The  theatre  now  ten  years  old  was  incorporated  two 
years  ago  as  a  non-profit  organization  and  has  now  estab¬ 
lished  the  Earle  F.  Bassett  Memorial  Building  Fund,  in  his 
honor. 

Due  to  unusual  circumstances,  there  have  also  been  other 
changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Commission.  Robert  L.  R. 
Place  was  elected  to  fill  the  place  originally  held  by  Earle  F. 
Bassett.  Richard  E.  Johnson  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Place,  to  serve  until  the 
next  annual  election.  The  Selectmen  also  appointed  Sheldon 
J.  Thayer,  Jr.,  to  replace  Alice  Champion  Morris,  who  resigned 
as  a  member  of  the  Commission. 

Alertness  to  the  needs  of  the  community  is  the  watch¬ 
word  of  the  Commission.  We  are  aware  of  unmet  needs,  hence 
the  course  for  the  new  year  has  not  settled  into  a  rigid  pat¬ 
tern.  From  International  Recreation,  in  the  land  of  Jordan, 
and  Earle  Bassett,  comes  this  definition:  Recreation,  based 
on  electivity  and  selectivity  results  in  a  more  fruitful  use  of 
leisure  and  can  be  anything  that  to  the  individual  means 
pleasure,  relaxation,  freedom  from  stress,  or  that  in  some 
way  makes  living  more  worthwhile  .

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

In  1957,  by  Legislative  Action  (Chapter  223,  Acts  of  1957) 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  were  authorized  to 
establish  municipal  conservation  commissions,  official  agen¬ 
cies  of  the  community  charged  broadly  with  the  development 
and  protection  of  its  natural  and  watershed  resources.  Ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Selectmen,  in  the  Town  of  Harwich,  Conser¬ 
vation  Commission  members  serve  without  compensation,  to 
inventory  the  open  and  wetlands  of  the  community,  coordi¬ 
nate  private  and  public  resource  programs,  advise  appropriate 
authorities  as  to  matters  of  conservation  policies,  and  under¬ 
take  projects  designed  to  advance  municipal  interests  in  this 
field. 

THERE’S  NEED  FOR  INFORMATION— it  would  seem 
that  the  key  deficiency  in  our  conservation  effort  is  in  public 
information,  since  even  adequate  fact-finding  cannot  be  car¬ 
ried  out  unless  the  beneficiaries  see  the  need.  This  has  been 
evident  in  the  fields  of  forestry,  soils,  water,  or  fish  and  wild¬ 
life,  where  the  applications  of  science  have  tremendous  pos¬ 
sibilities  and  must  be  constantly  resold  to  the  public. 

In  1960,  Massachusetts  pioneered  the  “self-help  conser¬ 
vation  program”,  (Chapter  517,  Acts  of  1960)  and  became  the 
first  state  in  the  country  to  provide  financial  encouragement 
to  cities  and  towns,  in  meeting  their  conservation  responsi¬ 
bilities.  Commissions  meeting  certain  requirements  on  appli¬ 
cation  form  may  be  reimbursed  up  to  fifty  (50%)  percent  of 
the  costs  of  approved  land  acquisition.  A  unique  feature  of 
the  program  is  that  each  project  must  be  planned,  financed 
and  carried  through  to  completion  entirely  by  the  local  com¬ 
mission,  and  any  properties  so  acquired  remain  under  local 
management  and  control. 

A  LAND  INDEX  of  existing  wetlands  and  uplands  has 
been  undertaken  by  the  Harwich  Conservation  Commission 
and  initiated  in  the  form  of  a  Map  Table  with  plastic  over¬ 
lays  in  color. 

As  the  Selectmen  had  made  several  new  appointments 
to  the  Commission,  a  reorganization  meeting  was  held  on 
October  27.  Francis  J.  Hibbert  resigned  as  chairman  and  the 
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group  elected  Eric  Farham  to  fill  the  vacancy,  also  Alice 
Champion  Morris  as  secretary-treasurer. 

In  November,  an  appeal  was  mailed  to  all  organizations 
of  the  Town,  in  an  effort  to  alert  the  citizens  to  the  real  need 
for  an  immediate  sound  conservation  program,  emphasizing 
the  importance  of  preserving  our  marshlands.  To  further  this 
project  the  Commission  has  petitioned  the  Harwich  Planning 
Board  to  hold  a  public  hearing  and  report  to  the  1962  Town 
Meeting  on  proposed  changes  in  the  Harwich  Protective  By- 
Law:  To  amend  the  Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Har¬ 
wich  to  include  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the 
marshes,  wetlands,  streams  and  ponds,  more  specifically  as 
per  article  in  the  Warrant. 

To  discover  the  community  thinking  with  respect  to  con¬ 
servation  matters  is  an  immediate  ambition  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion.  Letters  and  Communications  on  problems  of  current 
interest  are  welcome.  Meetings  are  open  to  all  who  are  con¬ 
cerned  with  our  present  assets  and  future  needs. 

We  are  interested  in  the  preparation  of  a  detailed  Master 
Plan  for  the  fast-growing  Town  of  Harwich,  to  preserve  open 
space  and  insure  a  permanent  green  belt  for  the  town.  To 
carry  out  a  constructive  program,  we  must  obviously  have  the 
services  of  a  group  of  capable  and  experienced  volunteers. 
Ex-officio  representatives  from  related  agencies  or  organiz¬ 
ations  and  Liaison  Members  will  prevent  overlap  and  dupli¬ 
cation. 

It  will  be  most  helpful  if  our  volunteers  have  some  tech¬ 
nical  or  personal  knowledge  of  soils,  water,  forestry,  fish  and 
wildlife  management,  as  well  as  a  scattering  of  professional 
backgrounds  such  as  legal,  engineering,  educational  and 
others,  just  to  name  a  few. 

The  success  of  our  Conservation  program  is  in  a  large 
measure  dependent  upon  the  interest  of  the  community  and 
that  interest  is  built  upon  the  translation  of  personal  concern 
into  effective  action.

Report  of  the  Waterways  Study  Committee 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  year  1961  has  been  one  of  real  progress  despite 
many  difficulties  and  delays  beyond  our  control.  Our  relations 
with  the  Division  of  Waterways  have  been  most  difficult  to 
maintain  because  of  complications  within  the  Division.  Dur¬ 
ing  1961  however  the  following  accomplishments  can  be  re¬ 
corded: 

1.  The  small  boat  launching  area  at  Herring  River  was 
considerably  improved  both  in  appearance  and  usefulness. 
The  parking  area  was  graded  and  surfaced  and  a  fence  and 
sign  erected.  In  the  spring  of  1962  a  landing  stage  and  float 
will  be  provided  from  existing  funds. 

2.  Some  improvements  were  made  in  the  channel  at 
Round  Cove  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen. 

3.  A  really  major  project,  the  perimeter  dredging  at 
Allen  Harbor  was  completed  as  well  as  a  greatly  improved 
entrance  channel.  The  outer  channel  was  completely  dredged 
for  some  750  yards  out  to  deep  water.  The  present  channel 
now  has  a  controlling  depth  of  seven  feet  at  mean  low 
water  with  a  base  width  of  150  feet.  A  most  helpful  by¬ 
product  of  this  operation  was  the  rebuilding  of  the  foreshore 
for  a  distance  of  about  3,000  feet  east  of  Allen  Harbor  east 
breakwater.  This  beautifully  restored  beach  of  clean  white 
sand  is  fine  evidence  of  this  committee’s  usefulness  in  insist¬ 
ing  that  work  performed  return  maximum  benefit  to  the  town. 

4.  A  similar  project  was  started  at  Wychmere  where  inner 
channel  dredging  was  completed  and  a  start  made  on  the 
outer  channel  before  Winter  weather  forced  postponement 
until  Spring  of  1962  when  the  work  will  be  completed. 

5.  Preliminary  engineering  studies  were  completed  to 
provide  this  committee  with  several  alternatives  to  consider 
in  the  future  if  the  Town  acquires  some  25  acres  of  marshland 
in  the  Andrews  River  area  in  South  Harwich. 

6.  Meetings  of  this  committee  have  been  held  at  least 
monthly,  and  at  the  August  meeting  all  Harwich  residents, 
both  year  round  and  Summer  were  invited  to  become  familiar 
with  this  committee’s  work  and  to  offer  suggestions  for  the 
future. 
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7.  We  regret  our  inability  to  persuade  the  State  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Waterways  to  proceed  with  work  approved  for  im¬ 
provements  to  the  Town  landing  at  Wychmere  for  which  all 
engineering  work  had  been  completed  or  to  get  the  Division 
to  even  issue  work  orders  for  engineering  studies  and  cost 
factors  related  to  the  Town  Landing  at  Allen  Harbor  in 
spite  of  repeated  efforts  and  repeated  assurances  by  the 
Division.  These  two  failures  directly  reflect  the  effects  of  the 
internal  difficulties  in  the  Waterways  Division. 

Recommendations  for  1962: 

This  committee  has  refrained  from  proposing  any  ex¬ 
tensive  development  in  1962,  but  to  preserve,  the  progress 
that  has  been  made  and  to  prepare  for  future  developments, 
six  proposals  will  be  offered — 

1.  A  proposal  to  establish  4  bouys  each  at  Wychmere 
and  Allen  Harbor  to  mark  the  new  channels  in  the  interest 
of  safety. 

2.  A  proposal  to  reconstruct  the  easterly  spur  of  the  east 
breakwater  at  Allen  Harbor  to  prevent  a  break  through  the 
beach  at  this  point. 

3.  A  proposal  to  take  certain  marsh  land  in  the  Andrews 
River  area  and  hold  for  future,  development  or  for  conserva¬ 
tion  purposes. 

4.  A  proposal  for  dredging  a  small  boat  basin  in  the  area 
now  owned  by  the  Town  at  Herring  River  adjacent  to  the 
present  small  boat  launching  area. 

5.  A  proposal  to  improve  the  bulkhead  and  parking 
area  at  the  Town  Landing  at  Round  Cove. 

6.  A  proposal  to  further  implement  the  reconstruction 
of  the  Town  Landing  at  Allen  Harbor. 

Conclusion: 

This  committee  will  continue  its  studies  of  possible  de¬ 
velopment  and  additional  improvements  for  consideration  in 
future  years.

Report  of  the  Insect  Pest  Control 
and  Tree  Warden  Departments 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  briefly  some  of  the  activities 
performed  by  the  forestry  and  moth  departments  during  the 
year. 

We  pruned  the  large  trees  of  all  the  hurricane  damage 
they  received  last  year.  Many  of  these  trees  besides  having 
broken  limbs  had  a  large  amount  of  dead  limbs  that  were  killed 
by  the  salt  water  spray.  There  will  be  more  dead  branches 
showing  up  for  several  years. 

Sixteen  dead  trees  and  many  dead  limbs  were  removed 
from  the  roadsides.  Most  of  these  trees  were  large  pine  grow¬ 
ing  near  the  shore.  We  have  eight  dead  silver  leaf  poplar 
trees  that  should  be  taken  down  just  as  soon  as  possible.  We 
had  no  funds  left  to  pay  for  doing  this  work  this  year.  These 
trees  if  broken  off  by  strong  wind  would  do  a  lot  of  damage. 

We  pruned  out  all  the  dead  and  broken  limbs  that  were 
in  the  large  trees  in  the  parking  lot  at  the  Brooks  Academy. 
These  trees  were  dangerous  to  the  teachers  and  children 
parking  their  cars  and  bicycles  under  them.  I  have  been  over 
five  years  trying  to  get  money  to  do  this  work. 

Twenty-six  new  trees  were  planted  along  several  roads 
in  different  parts  of  the  Town  as  voted  in  Article  10.  All  the 
young  trees  set  out  by  the  Town  were  fertilized  as  usual.  These 
trees  had  water  several  time  during  the  dry  spell  in  August. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  leaf  eating 
insects  although  several  towns  on  the  Cape  have  gypsy  moths 
infestation  again.  We  had  the  moth  traps  set  over  the  entire 
Town  during  July  and  August  and  the  results  were  very  good 

Specimens  were  taken  from  our  elm  trees  and  sent  to 
Amherst  College  for  culturing.  I  was  notified  that  three  of  the 
trees  had  Dutch  Elm  Disease  and  must  be  removed.  One  tree 
was  on  private  property  and  the  owner  had  it  taken  down.

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Report  of  the  Veterans’  Agent 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  year  1961  brought  many  new  and  expensive  problems 
to  this  Department.  This  was  not  unexpected  and  in  fact 
should  have  been  anticipated  with  the  present  average  ages 
of  the  23,000,000  in  the  USA,  The  5,000,000  veterans  of  the 
Korean  conflict  now  average  31  years  of  age;  the  15,000.00 
veterans  of  World  War  II  average  41  years  of  age,  while  the 
nearly  3,000,000  World  War  I  veterans  are  pushing  70  very 
hard.  These  potential  cases  are  further  complicated  by  the 
fact  that  about  50%  of  the  entire  population  are  either 
veterans  or  dependents. 

These  figures  will  explain  why  we  must  expect  more 
and  more  hospital  cases  and  requiring  longer  periods  of 
hospitalization.  In  spite  of  the  devoted  services  of  our  doctors, 
especially  dedicated  men  like  Dr.  D’Elia,  we  find  an  unpredict¬ 
able  number  of  new  cases  and  a  corresponding  increase  of 
hospital  costs.  That  is  why  we  were  obliged  to  seek  a  transfer 
at  the  recent  Special  Town  Meeting  for  sufficient  funds  to 
meet  our  legal  obligations. 

Although  we  have  explained  several  times  what  this 
Department  is  required  by  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws 
to  expend,  there  still  seems  to  be  some  confusion  in  the  minds 
of  many  intelligent  citizens.  First,  let  us  get  an  important  and 
accurate  picture.  No  veteran  ever  is  granted  any  financial 
assistance  simply  because  he  is  a  veteran.  To  be  eligible  for 
Veterans’  Benefits  he  must  be  in  NEED.  Were  he  not  a  veteran 
he  would  have  his  emergency  alleviated  through  the  Welfare 
Department,  which  would  be  a  total  loss  to  the  Town.  Under 
Chapter  115  his  emergency  is  investigated  and  approved  by 
the  Commonwealth  and  the  Town  is  reimbursed  50%  of  the 
grant.  This  not  only  is  good  for  the  tax  payers  but  it  prevents 
what  the  patriotic  citizens  agrees  is  honorable  and  just,  no 
veteran  shall  EVER  BE  PAUPERIZED. 

At  this  point  let  us  salute  the  modest  demands  made 
upon  us  by  the  deserving  and  needy  veterans  of  Harwich. 
Many  who  would  be  entitled  to  consideration,  do  not  even 
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seek  assistance,  and  those  who  are  obliged  to  receive  VB, 
accept  gratefully  and  humbly  the  small  budget  permitted 
under  the  law. 

After  serving  veterans  for  more  than  40  years  it  now 
becomes  time  for  a  younger  veteran  to  conduct  the  affairs 
of  this  Department.  With  the  approval  and  cooperation  of  the 
very  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  they  have  permitted  a 
Deputy  Agent  to  be  appointed  and  he  has  worked  faithfully 
and  efficiently  throughout  the  year.  He  is  now  thoroughly 
competent  and  well  qualified  to  carry  on  this  assignment  and 
I  am  proud  to  present  to  you  at  this  time  your  new  Veterans’ 
Agent,  Forrest  A.  Eaton,  a  veteran  of  World  War  II. 

It  has  been  a  sacred  duty  to  aid  and  advise,  veterans  for 
these  many  years,  and  I  retire  with  a  sense  of  satisfaction 
that  I  have  used  that  important  item,  TIME,  to  mutual  ad¬ 
vantage  to  vet  and  taxpayer.  I  cannot  leave  without  a  feel¬ 
ing  of  deep  gratitude  for  the  privileges  granted  me  by  the 
Selectmen,  which  made  the  opportunity  possible  for  me  to 
serve  the  finest  group  of  people  in  the  USA  .  .  .  the  veterans 
of  all  wars. 

In  conclusion  may  1962  be  a  year  of  Peace  and  may  it 
be  a  HEALTHY  and  PROSPEROUS  one  for  ALL.

Librarian’s  Report 


Brooks  Free  Library  has  enjoyed  a  fruitful  year  with 
an  increase  in  circulation  which  is  the  reflection  of  the 
additional  services  made  available  to  the  townspeople  of 
Harwich. 

Our  new  schedule  of  fifteen  hours  each  week  has  given 
the  public  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  library  at  more  diversi¬ 
fied  times.  This  has  resulted  in  a  greater  number  of  people 
being  able  to  avail  themselves  of  the  library  facilities. 

In  addition,  we  have  subscribed  to  the  McNaughton  Plan 
which  enables  us  to  offer  a  constantly  changing  stock  of 
100  books  of  fiction  and  popular  non-fiction  for  our  patrons’ 
enjoyment. 
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Book  purchases  have  been  made  with  more  serious  de¬ 
mands  of  the  public  in  mind.  Of  the  358  books  added  to  the 
shelves  during  1961,  208  were  works  of  non-fiction.  It  has 
been  interesting  to  note  the  steady  increase  in  requests  for 
factual  material — particularly  among  the  young  readers. 

One  of  the  major  aims  of  good  library  service  is  to  try  to 
bring  to  each  patron  whatever  resources  are  available  to  meet 
his  needs.  To  this  end,  we  rely  heavily  on  the  State  Division 
of  Library  Extension  to  help  us  fill  requests.  Quite  a  few 
books  have  also  been  borrowed  from  the  larger  libraries 
around  Boston,  as  well  as  from  the  Division  Library. 

We  have  continued  to  hold  monthly  classes  for  pupils 
in  the  sixth  and  seventh  grades.  This  gives  the  youngsters 
the  opportunity  to  learn  about  the  various  services  offered 
by  the  library  and  the  chance  to  pick  out  books  for  their 
studies  and  for  their  enjoyment. 

No  report  would  be  complete  without  mentioning  the 
many  gifts  of  books,  magazines,  statues  and  records  that  we 
have  received  during  1961.  We  are  indeed  grateful  for  the 
thoughtfulness  of  so  many  patrons.

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

We  respectfully  submit  for  your  approval  the  25th  An¬ 
nual  Report  of  the  Harwich  Water  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1961. 

This  past  year  has  been  one  of  varied  activity  and  con¬ 
tinuous  growth.  Records  show  that  163  service  connections 
were  added  to  the  system  with  receipts  amounting  to 

$97,328.75,  a  substantial  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

♦ 

Three  and  one  quarter  miles  of  water  mains  were  laid 
and  11  hydrants  installed.  Our  distribution  system  currently 
constitutes  68  miles  of  water  mains  with  a  total  of  338  hy¬ 
drants  providing  fire  protection  in  the  Town. 

Customer  demand  increased  the  gallons  of  water  pumped 
by  6,607,180  over  1960.  Action  taken  under  Article  88  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  enabled  this  department  to  furnish 
residents  in  Chatham  with  water  supplied  through  our  water 
mains.  To  date  fourteen  owners  have  availed  themselves  of 
this  service.  Meter  readings  were  taken  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  and  a  bill  of  $57.80  for  water  consumption  was  sent  to 
the  Chatham  Water  Company  as  per  contract  dated  Novem¬ 
ber  7,  1960. 

The  usual  procedure  of  drawing  up  specifications  for 
general  water  works  supplies  was  accomplished  following  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  Competitive  bidding  was  gratifying 
and  listed  below  are  the  seven  successful  bidders:

As  the  result  of  favorable  voting  at  the  Town  Meeting  on 
several  articles  pertaining  to  water  main  construction,  con¬ 
tractors  bidding  was  required  and  on  May  8  a  bid  opening 
was  scheduled.  Robert  A.  Munroe  of  North  Attleboro  was  low 
with  a  bid  price  of  $9,048.50.  Others  who  submitted  bids  are 
as  follows:

The  contract  was  given  to  Mr.  Munroe  and  the  project 
was  started  in  May  and  completed  in  July. 

Applications  were  received  during  the  year  from  several 
persons  desiring  extensions  which  involved  large  diameter 
pipe.  Lack  of  funds  under  the  Water  Construction  account 
made  it  necessary  for  these  interested  parties  to  assume  the 
total  expense  of  their  projects,  hence  all  payments  were 
made  by  them  direct  to  the  Contractor  and  supply  companies. 
Six  inch  pipe  was  laid  for  these  applicants  in  the  following 


locations: 

Tody  Bole  Lane  .  460' 

off  Brooks  Road  .  304' 

Old  Mill  Point  .  112' 

Snow  Inn  Road  Ext .  204' 


The  aforementioned  work  was  performed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Water  Department  and  according  to  its 
specifications. 

In  the  1962  Warrant  we  are  inserting  an  article  at  the 
request  of  the  Selectmen  and  others  for  the  sum  of  $90,000.00 
to  be  used  as  the  Commission  shall  determine  relative  to  lay¬ 
ing  water  mains  and  other  construction.  This  article  was  dis¬ 
cussed  at  length  with  the  Selectmen  and  it  is  the  consensus 
that  it  will  be  a  distinct  benefit  in  giving  greater  flexibility 
of  funds  for  handling  emergencies  or  other  problems  which 
may  arise  during  the  year. 

The  Elevated  Tank  on  Kildee  Hill  was  completely  cleaned, 
sandblasted  and  painted  this  year.  The  contract  for  this 
work  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder,  Hudson  Maintenance 
Corp.  of  New  York.  Before  the  actual  painting  was  started, 
it  was  observed  on  examination  that  numerous  defective  bolts 
must  be  replaced  to  insure  structural  strength  of  the  tank. 
Daily  supervision  by  a  tank  inspector  from  the  engineering 
firm  of  Whitman  and  Howard  assured  this  department  that 
a  very  satisfactory  job  had  been  performed.  The  fee  for  this 
service  was  $475.00. 
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Property  and  equipment  has  been  maintained  as  usual. 
Hydrants  were  newly  painted  and  checked  at  regular  inter¬ 
vals.  The  automatic  pumping  controls  installed  in  1955  were 
not  operating  properly.  It  was  necessary  that  we  ship  these 
controls  to  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  to  be  rebuilt  and  have  new 
type  mercury  switches  installed.  The  automatic  system  has 
been  returned  and  is  in  excellent  working  condition.  The  ex¬ 
pense  of  these  repairs  was  borne  by  Whitman  and  Howard, 
Engineers  with  no  cost  or  obligation  to  the  Town. 

As  complaints  regarding  discolored  water  from  two  res¬ 
idents  on  Riverside  Drive  still  persisted  during  the  year,  the 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners  requested  an  engineer  from 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  to  investigate  this 
problem.  Analyses  of  water  samples  taken  from  various 
sources  indicate  that  the  water  supply  is  of  good  quality  but 
is  likely  to  be  corrosive  to  metallic  piping.  It  was  pointed  out 
in  a  letter  from  the  Public  Health  Department  that  the  Board 
should  provide  for  corrosion  correction  and  recommended 
that  we  engage  the  services  of  a  consulting  engineer  skilled 
in  water  treatment  to  advise  the  proper  equipment  and  me¬ 
thods  for  corrosion  control.  Funds  have  been  allocated  in  the 
budget  for  this  purpose. 

Funds  were  made  available  under  Article  #56  at  the  An¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting  for  the  purchase  of  a  Ranch  Wagon. 
Specifications  were  drawn  up  and  this  department  advertised 
for  bids  along  with  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  Several 
bids  were  received  and  the  Commission  awarded  the  contract 
to  Granite  Chevrolet  Company  for  the  low  price  of  $1,978.95. 
Delivery  was  made  in  June  .

The  various  phases  of  the  work  involved  in  keeping  our 
Town  roads  properly  prepared  and  maintained  throughout 
the  different  seasons  of  the  year  consists  mainly  of: 

Patching,  Oiling,  Sealcoating,  and  Hot  Mix  Resurfacing. 

(approximately  9.6  miles  of  road  were  oiled  this  year) 
Sweeping  and  Removing  Sand. 

Installing  and  Cleaning  Catch  Basins. 

(several  new  catch  basins  and  11  filter  beds  were  installed 
this  year  to  help  solve  the  drainage  problem) 

Marking  roads  and  erecting  and  maintaining  street  and 
and  safety  signs. 

Cutting  Brush. 

Snow  Removal. 

Repairing  our  machinery,  which  is  in  excellent  condition 
now. 

Sand,  a  real  road  hazard,  is  one  of  the  major  problems 
of  the  Highway  Department.  This  year  in  the  Town  Warrant 
I  am  asking  for  a  Sand  Sweeper.  At  present  we  have  to  hire 
a  Sweeper  and  we  also  remove  the  sand  manually.  Both  of 
these  methods  are  much  more  costly  to  the  Town  than  having 
our  own  machine  would  be.  Moreover,  a  great  deal  of  valu¬ 
able  time  would  be  saved  by  this  Department  which  is  needed 
for  the  many  other  maintaining  and  repairing  jobs  of  our 
approximately  110  miles  of  Town  roads,  to  which  several  are 
added  each  year.  If  the  Sweeper  is  purchased  it  will  be  of 
great  advantage  to  the  Town. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Town  Accountant,  all  Town  Departments  and  the  Highway 
personnel  for  the  cooperation  I  have  received  during  the  year.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  abundance  of  shellfish  in  Harwich  remains  about 
the  same  as  last  year.  The  scallop  crop  this  year  was  nil,  but 
shows  indication  of  a  fair  crop  in  the  Fall  of  1962.  Trans¬ 
planting  of  quahaugs  was  done  from  the  deeper  waters  of 
Round  Cove  to  the  flats.  There  are  few  large  quahaugs  at 
Round  Cove,  but  an  abundance  of  legal  size  necks  which  are 
taking  good  growth,  and  a  plentiful  supply  of  seed  available 
for  replanting  the  flats.  If  larger  quahaugs  are  wanted,  they 
will  have  to  be  purchased  from  the  State. 

The  abundance  of  quahaug  seed  in  Pleasant  Bay  that 
was  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  is  still  there.  The  average 
growth  has  been  about  five  millimeters  and  mortality  about 
40%.  This  has  been  a  large  potential  loss  for  the  commer¬ 
cial  shellflsherman.  The  mortality  was  caused  in  a  large  part 
by  over  crowding,  and  due  to  circumstances  beyond  my  con¬ 
trol,  the  seed  could  not  be  moved  this  year.  However,  I  hope 
that  it  can  be  in  the  near  future. 

More  extensive  commercial  digging  has  been  done  this 
year  than  in  recent  years,  and  oysters  have  been  commer¬ 
cially  taken  from  Herring  River  and  littlenecks  from  Pleasant 
Bay,  as  the  statistical  figures  will  show.  There  is  still  an 
abundance  of  these  shellfish  for  commercial  fishing. 

Experiments  have  continued  with  the  Marine  Biologist 
of  the  Department  of  Marine  Fisheries,  and  skin  diving  tech¬ 
niques  have  been  used  to  keep  statistics  on  the  growth  and 
mortality  of  the  seed  in  Pleasant  Bay.

of  said  hearing  being  given  by  publication  of  the  time  and 
place  thereof  in  a  local  newspaper  not  less  than  two  weeks 
before  said  hearing,  the  expense  of  publication  to  be  borne 
by  the  petitioner.  After  such  hearing,  the  Selectmen  shall 
render  a  decision  in  writing,  stating  the  decision  and  reasons 
therefor  and  file  the  decision  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  send 
a  copy  thereof  to  the  applicant.  Such  permit  may  be  renewed. 

Section  2.  No  top  soil  or  sub  soil  shall  be  removed  from 
place  to  place  within  the  Town  of  Harwich  from  an  area  of 
ground  consisting  of  more  than  5,000  square  feet  unless  the 
person  removing  such  top  soil  or  sub  soil  shall  replant  ann¬ 
ually  the  entire  area  of  such  removal  with  rye,  vetch,  wheat, 
legumes  or  other  soil  improving  plants,  or  plant  with  a  perma¬ 
nent  cover  crop  or  reforest  the  area. 
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Section  3.  No  sand  or  gravel  shall  be  removed  from 
place  to  place  within  the  Town  of  Harwich,  except  that  a 
sand  and  gravel  pit  may  be  opened  and  used  for  such  pur¬ 
poses  if  it  is  located  100  feet  or  more  from  a  street  line  and 
no  more  than  one  entrance  and  exit  can  be  used.  If  such 
sand  and  gravel  pit  is  opened  and  used  the  owner  shall  burn 
or  cart  to  the  town  dumping  area  all  dead  trees  and  stumps 
when  any  area  thereof  amounting  to  more  than  5,000  square 
feet  becomes  unsuited  for  furthur  use,  and  in  such  cases,  such 
area  shall  be  replanted  with  trees  or  shrubs  to  prevent  soil 
erosion.

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Report  of  the  Harwich 
School  Space  Needs  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Following  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  when  additional 
funds  were  voted  for  planning  of  new  school  facilities,  the 
committee  voted  to  select  an  architect  to  proceed  with  plans 
v/ithout  involving  the  Town  legally  and  financially  until  we 
were  assured  that  the  regionalization  with  Chatham  was  a 
dead  issue. 

Questionares  were  sent  to  interested  architects  and  those 
responding  were  interviewed.  The  firm  of  Haynes,  Lieneck  and 
Smith  of  Fitchburg,  specializing  in  school  buildings,  was  unani¬ 
mously  chosen  to  prepare  preliminary  plans  for  Harwich 
needs.  It  was  also  voted  to  appoint  Mr.  Jesse  J.  Morgan, 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  as  Educational  Consultant. 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  Recreation  Commission  and 
Multipurpose  and  Civic  Center  Committee  was  held  in  May 
in  the  Town  Office  Building,  when  it  was  agreed  that  the 
Town  owned  land,  adjacent  to  Brooks  Park,  would  make  an 
ideal  location  for  the  proposed  new  school. 

At  the  request  of  the  School  and  Space  Needs  Committee, 
the  Recreation  Commission  and  Multipurpose  and  Civic  Center 
Committee  voted  to  relinquish  their  authority  over  approxi¬ 
mately  50  acres  of  the  land  in  question  to  the  Town  for  school 
purposes. 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  in  November,  when  an 
article  was  presented  to  the  townspeople,  and  the  transfer  of 
this  land  was  voted. 

On  the  basis  of  school  enrollment,  and  projection  of  popu¬ 
lation  growth,  the  committee  voted  to  plan  for  a  six  year 
Junior-Senior  High  School.  This  would,  in  their  opinion, 
provide  the  best  educational  facilities,  and  should  take  care 
of  school  space  needs  for  some  time,  since  the  present  high 
school  could  then  be  used  for  upper  elementary  grades  and 
special  classes  when  the  present  elementary  school  enrollment 
reaches  expected  growth  that  would  necessitiate  additional 
space. 
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The  committee  has  unanimously  approved  for  presenta¬ 
tion  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  in  January  a 
campus  type,  Cape  Cod  architecture,  six  year  high  school. 

The  committee  has  held  meetings  with  Town  officials, 
school  personnel,  and  interested  townspeople  to  present  these 
preliminary  plans,  and  has  tried  to  keep  everyone  informed 
as  plans  have  progressed. 

Meetings  have  been  held  with  the  School  Building  Assist¬ 
ance  Commission  in  Boston,  who  have  approved  plans  and 
educational  specifications  presented  to  them. 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Space  Needs  Committee, 
and  it  is  our  sincere  hope  that  these  plans  may  become  a 
reality,  and  Harwich  can  look  forward  with  pride,  not  only 
to  a  sound  educational  plant,  but  an  attractive  school  and 
Community  center.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 

HARWICH  1961 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

We  are  pleased  to  report  to  you  about  the  operation  of 
your  school  system  for  the  past  year.  The  need  for  additional 
space  is  becoming  more  apparent  and  serious  each  year  be¬ 
cause  of  the  ever  growing  school  population.  Brooks  Academy 
is  still  being  utilized  and  will  continue  to  be  until  more  space 
is  available. 

Your  committee  was  disappointed  with  the.  action  of  the 
Town  of  Chatham  regarding  the  proposed  regional  school 
because  of  the  obvious  educational  advantages  of  a  larger 
school.  However,  we  are  fortunate  in  being  an  integral 
part  of  the  Space  Needs  Committee,  and  are  meeting  often 
with  other  members  and  our  architect,  Haynes,  Lieneek  and 
Smith  Associates  and  progressing  rapidly  with  the  planning 
of  a  new  high  school. 

It  is  strongly  felt  by  the  committee  that  a  six  year  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  will  allow  for  the  most  comprehensive 
education  that  is  possible  in  a  comparatively  small  school. 
With  the  combined  efforts  and  interests  of  the  committee, 
the  architect,  Mr.  Haynes,  and  our  consultant,  Superintend¬ 
ent  Morgan,  we  shall  strive  to  obtain  the  best  educational 
facilities  for  our  children  commensurate  with  the  ability  of 
the  Town  to  meet  the  financial  requirements. 

All  teaching  personnel  are  now  in  their  respective  levels 
on  the  salary  schedule.  The  town  is  still  in  a  respectable 
position  salary- wise,  even  though  no  adjustment  was  neces¬ 
sary  this  year. 

With  the  return  of  first  grade  teacher  Mrs.  Tracy,  we 
provided  for  a  fourth  first  grade,  feeling  that  the  enrollment 
was  too  high  in  three  classes  for  the  proper  training  of  the 
young  pupils. 

We  are  looking  for  a  qualified  person  to  teach  remedial 
reading  which  will  be  taught  through  the  summer.  Also  there 
is  a  need  for  correction  of  speech  defects  which  will  receive 
immediate  attention. 
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Again  we  have  taken  advantage  of  the  matching  Federal 
funds  available  under  Public  Law  #864,  to  improve  our  science, 
foreign  language,  and  guidance  programs  at  all  grade  levels. 

We  have  completed  the  program  of  replacing  existing 
classroom  lighting  with  modern  fluorescent  fixtures  in  the 
high  school  and  Brooks  Academy.  All  buildings  have  under¬ 
gone  the  usual  inspections  and  maintenance. 

Your  committee  has  tried  to  responsibly  and  judiciously 
fulfill  the  duties  of  the  office  to  which  we  were  elected,  and 
request  your  recommendations  and  continued  fine  support.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

As  we  come  to  the  end  of  1961  and  we  consider  what  we 
think  have  been  our  accomplishments,  the  view  is  dominated 
by  the  vision  of  our  much-hoped-for  new  high  school  for 
Harwich  boys  and  girls.  Although  there  are  many  future 
plans  to  consider  the  high  school  project  is  so  large  that  the 
others  are  temporarily  eclipsed.  Let  us  begin  by  a  brief  review 
of  action  taken  since  last  March. 

The  voters  in  a  Special  Meeting  approved  a  regional 
school  with  Chatham.  Since  Chatham  voters  rejected  the 
idea,  Harwich  was  left  with  no  other  recourse  than  to  pro¬ 
ceed  to  build  its  own  facilities.  Consequently  the  Harwich 
School  Space  Needs  Committee  was  given  funds  for  prelim¬ 
inary  planning  and  was  authorized  to  engage  architectural 
and  engineering  services.  Twelve  questionnaires  were  sent  to 
architects  and  seven  were  interviewed.  Haynes,  Lieneck  and 
Smith  of  Fitchburg  were  hired  and  have  been  working  with 
the  Committee  since  last  spring.  The  Committee  unanimously 
voted  to  recommend  a  campus  style  plant  to  the  voters. 
This  was  done  from  educational  considerations,  the 
desirability  to  have  Cape  architecture,  and  practical  rea¬ 
sons  such  as  future  maintenance.  It  was  decided  later 
to  plan  for  a  six-year  high  school  for  reasons  of  educa¬ 
tional  advantage  and  economy.  To  date  the  preliminary 
sketches  have  been  offered  for  viewing,  suggestions,  and  dis¬ 
cussion  to  all  pupils  in  the  Harwich  High  School,  to  all  teach¬ 
ers  and  other  school  employees,  to  town  officials,  and  to  all 
citizens.  Mr.  William  Black,  Chief  Plant  Specialist  of  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Commission,  has  conferred  with 
the  Space  Needs  Committee  and  has  given  tentative,  verbal 
approval  of  the  plans.  A  brochure  will  be  distributed  to  all 
voters  on  approximately  January  10  and  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  will  be  held  on  January  24.  At  this  meeting  the 
Committee  will  request  funds  for  further  architectural  serv¬ 
ices,  construction,  equipping  and  landscaping  a  new  six-year 
high  school.  If  the  voters  approve  this  request  Harwich’s 
school  building  problems  will  be  over  for  years  to  come.  In 
addition,  the  Brooks  Academy  Building,  which  is  unsuitable 
for  school  purposes,  can  be  put  to  other,  more  desirable,  use. 
Moreover,  the  present  high  school  will  be  available  for 
elementary  school  use.  By  the  time  the  new  high  school  is 
opened,  several  rooms  will  be  very  much  needed.  Enrollment 
has  been  steadily  increasing  for  many  years.  It  is  difficult  to 
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accept  the  fact  that  in  Harwich  there  has  been  growth  of 
62%  since  1950.  This  does  not  include  the  addition  of  kinder¬ 
gartens  initiated  in  1955.  The  following  brief  table  indicates 
the  increase:

We  are  informed  by  statisticians  that  a  new  wave  of  ele¬ 
mentary  pupils  will  hit  the  schools  in  1967.  Consequently  we 
are  most  fortunate  to  have  the  present  high  school  available 
for  expansion. 

When  the  Space  Needs  Committee  voted  to  propose  a  six- 
year  school  for  its  educational  advantages,  as  well  as  for 
reasons  of  economy,  a  discussion  arose  as  to  the  desirability, 
for  social  reasons,  of  assigning  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
pupils  to  the  same  building  as  their  older  brothers  and  sisters. 
After  many  years  of  association  with  four  and  six  year  high 
schools  I  am  unable  to  say  anything  but  good  of  the  six-year 
plan.  Let  us  consider  the  situation  outside  of  school  hours. 
Pupils  in  grades  seven  through  twelve  ride  together  on  the 
same  bus,  attend  athletic  and  dramatic  events,  live  together 
at  home,  attend  the  same  Sunday  school,  go  to  the  same 
movies  ,swim  together  at  the  same  beach  at  the  same  time, 
enjoy  the  same  neighborhood  games.  In  fact  the  only  time 
that  they  are  segregated  during  a  twenty-four  hour  day  is 
the  six  hours  they  are  in  school.  I  served  as  a  high  school 
principal  for  ten  years,  nine  of  which  were  in  schools  having 
enrollments  of  six  or  more  years.  To  me  this  seems  a  per¬ 
fectly  natural  arrangement. 

The  last  count  I  saw  indicated  that  the  population  of 
Harwich  was  3,636.  In  Massachusetts  there  are  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  60  towns  of  population  five  thousand  or  under 
maintaining  high  schools.  Of  these,  about  twenty  have  sep¬ 
arate  junior  and  senior  high  schools  and  roughly  forty  have 
six  years  or  more  in  their  high  school  buildings. 

There  are  forty  regional  high  schools  in  Massachusetts. 
All  have  been  built  since  1948.  Of  these  twenty-two  are  six 
year  schools,  one  has  grades  one  through  twelve,  and  the 
other  fourteen  are  four-year  schools.  By  and  large  the  smal¬ 
ler  ones  are  six-year  schools. 
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On  Cape  Cod  there  are  nine  public  schools.  Only  Barn¬ 
stable,  Bourne  and  Dennis-Yarmouth  have  senior  high  schools. 
Note  that  these  are  three  of  the  four  large  schools.  The  other 
six,  Falmouth,  Sandwich,  Harwich,  Chatham,  Nauset  Regional 
and  Provincetown  maintain  six-year  schools.  To  me  the  ob¬ 
jection  to  the  six-year  organizational  plan  is  not  valid. 

*Note — Harwich  has  grades  eight  through  twelve  in  one 
building.  Sandwich  has  grades  one  through  twelve  in 
one  building. 

Throughout  New  England  and  all  other  sections  of  the 
country  the  rule  is,  “the  smaller  the  community  the  more 
likely  that  it  will  have  a  six-year  high  school.” 

Attacks  on  Public  Schools 

Articles  continue  to  appear  in  leading  periodicals  and 
newspapers  attacking  the  public  schools.  Some  of  these  are 
written  by  well-meaning  persons.  While  the  over-all  effect 
may  be  bad  the  articles  discharge  the  useful  function  of  mak¬ 
ing  educators  carefully  scrutinize  current  procedures  and 
practices.  However,  many  of  these  dissertations  are  written 
purely  to  sell.  Most  of  the  well-intentioned  writers  sincerely 
feel  that  they  have  originated  or  observed  a  new  method 
which,  if  applied  to  the  schools,  would  serve  as  a  panacea  for 
all  our  ills.  In  some  of  the  articles  we  read  that  modern  pupils 
do  not  read,  spell,  write,  draw,  sing,  and  cipher  as  well  as 
children  of  years  ago.  They  claim  that  our  pupils  do  not  learn 
as  much  geography  and  history  as  children  of  yester-years. 
These  articles  are  usually  undocumented  and  based  upon  ex¬ 
periments  conducted  with  small,  selected  groups  of  children. 
Parents  read  these  articles  and  concerned  over  the  welfare 
of  their  children  they  become  alarmed.  Tests  given  show 
that,  in  nearly  all  of  the  areas  mentioned  here,  children  of 
today  do  better  than  their  predecessors.  On  the  other  hand 
articles  pointing  out  the  excellent  job  performed  by  many 
school  systems  are  few  in  number,  and  the  authors  of  these 
have  difficulty  in  finding  an  interested  publisher.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  the  policy-shapers  of  many  newspapers  and  period¬ 
icals  prefer  to  print  the  sensational  and  the  unpleasant.  It 
has  greater  sales  appeal.  Hence  the  appearance  of  the  rash 
of  articles  to  the  effect  that  “Susie  can’t  read”. 

Experimentation  in  Our  Schools 

There  is  much  experimentation  in  our  public  schools  to¬ 
day.  This  is  good.  Some  of  this  is  being  done  in  our  state. 
Some  plans  clearly  show  the  copying  of  European  education, 
the  aping  of  college  methods,  or  just  plain,  simple  reversion 
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to  discredited  and  obsolete  practices.  Should  we  copy  Euro¬ 
pean  procedures  which  were  designed  for  a  society  very  dif¬ 
ferent  from  ours?  Should  we  try  to  apply  college  methods, 
designed  for  young  men  and  women,  to  little  children  and 
adolescents?  Some  of  us  feel  that  the  answer  is  an  emphatic, 
“no”!  , 


Experiments  in  team  teaching  in  secondary  and  elemen¬ 
tary  schools,  machine  teaching,  the  teaching  of  foreign  lan¬ 
guages  in  elementary  grades,  and  science  teaching  in  ele¬ 
mentary  grades  are  all  under  way.  We  observe  them  with 
open  minds  but  with  a  critical,  fair  view.  We  must  be  ready 
to  extract  the  good  from  them  when  it  has  been  thoroughly 
proven.  None  of  these  plans  solves  all  of  our  problems.  They 
cannot  be  adopted  by  all  communities,  even  if  desirable.  Why 
not?  The  experiments  in  team  teaching  are  being  financed 
partly  with  outside  funds  such  as  from  the  Ford  Foundation. 
There  are  not  enough  specialists,  master  teachers,  and  orga¬ 
nizers  to  introduce  these  plans  on  a  large  scale.  Is  it  really 
desirable  to  teach  conversational  French  in  grade  four  when 
it  is  next  to  impossible  to  find  a  qualified  teacher  for  the  same 
subject  in  the  senior  high  school?  Can  we  spare  the  time 
from  other  subjects,  including  remedial  reading,  for  this  pur¬ 
pose?  Are  we  sure  that  we  are  properly  teaching  the  great 
majority  of  our  pupils  to  read  well  and  to  speak  properly  with 
the  time  and  facilities  available?  New  movements  and  plans 
come  and  go.  Usually  they  leave  a  residue  that  is  good  behind 
them.  The  Dalton  Plan,  originating  in  the  Massachusetts 
town  of  that  name,  literally  swept  over  the  country,  carrying 
all  before  it.  It  no  longer  exists  as  Miss  Parkhurst  conceived 
it.  Some  of  its  philosophy  is,  however,  motivating  the  teach¬ 
ing  in  every  secondary  school  in  the  Commonwealth.  All  such 
plans  have  more  or  less  failed  but  have  added  to  the  sum 
total  of  tried  and  tested  educational  practices.  Our  job  is  to 
be  ready  to  adapt  the  good  in  them  to  our  own  needs. 

Competent  Teachers  Are  Scarce 

The  salary  schedule  in  Harwich  has  been  raised  by  the 
School  Committee  so  that  it  is  temporarily  the  highest  (ex¬ 
cept  Chatham)  in  this  area.  Our  schedule  compares  favorably 
with  the  best  in  the  Commonwealth.  It  has  enabled  the  com¬ 
mittees,  in  the  past,  to  secure  the  services  of  mature,  well 
trained,  competent  teachers.  It  has  not  solved  the  problem 
of  obtaining  good,  young  teachers.  They  appear  to  choose 
(and  they  have  free  choice  since  there  are  so  few  of  them) 
positions  for  geographical  and  other  reasons  in  addition  to 
financial  considerations. 
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Our  area  is  more  popular  with  the  mature  and  older 
teachers  than  with  those  fresh  from  school.  We  have  been 
most  lucky  that  our  vacancies  have  come  at  times  when,  for 
the  most  part,  experienced,  competent  teachers  wTere  avail¬ 
able.  In  the  other  cases  we  have  been  fortunate  to  secure 
good  beginners.  We  have  had  only  one  vacancy  in  the  Har¬ 
wich  High  School  in  my  four  and  one-half  years  and  that 
was  due  to  retirement.  The  single  greatest  obstacle  to  making 
our  schools  strong  is  a  very  real  shortage  of  good  teachers, 
not  only  in  special  subject  areas,  but  in  every  category  of 
teaching.  There  are  undoubtedly  many  who  will  immediately 
assert  that  “there  are  some  subjects  for  which  there  are  suf¬ 
ficient  qualified  teachers  to  fill  all  positions”.  To  this,  answer 
could  be  made  that  “mere  possession  of  a  degree  and  a  teach¬ 
ing  certificate  is  no  guarantee  that  the  holder  will  be  a  com¬ 
petent  teacher”.  The  great  importance  of  the  teacher  in  the 
total  learning  situation  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized. 
It  has  been  said  many  times  and  it  will  stand  repeating  that 
“children  may  be  given  carefully  organized  curriculums,  the 
best  of  textbooks,  supplies  and  equipment,  and  taught  in 
buildings  of  marble  and  gold,  and  their  education  may  still 
be  a  failure  if  they  do  not  have  good  teachers”.  The  old  adage, 
“As  is  the  teacher  so  is  the  school”  is  as  true  today  as  it  ever 
was.  However,  all  of  the  ingredients  mentioned  above  are 
necessary  if  our  schools  are  to  be  strong. 

Curriculum  and  Other  Plans  for  1962 

In  1962  the  School  Committee  is  requesting  funds  for  the 
introduction  of  clinical  speech  correction.  This  very  impor¬ 
tant  work  will  satisfy  a  real  need.  It  should  be  noted  that 
state  aid  will  amount  to  one-half  of  the  teacher’s  pay.  This, 
remedial  reading,  and  the  education  of  the  gifted  child,  are 
discussed  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Elementary  Supervisor. 
Remedial  reading,  on  a  part  time  basis  this  spring,  followed 
by  a  three-group,  elementary  summer  school  (to  be  continued 
in  the  fall  on  a  regular  basis)  should  do  much  to  eliminate 
reading  problems  in  our  schools. 

We  are  working  with  local,  state  and  national  officials 
in  regard  to  a  workable  pupil  safety  plan  in  case  of  nuclear 
attack. 


Other  Reports, 

The  reports  of  the  School  Committee,  supervisors,  prin¬ 
cipals  and  the  health  department  are  a  part  of  the  school 
report.  If  parents  and  citizens  will  read  them  carefully,  a 
good  picture  of  our  schools  in  action  will  be  obtained. 
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Conclusion 

Nineteen  sixty  one  has  been  a  good  year  for  our  schools. 
Teachers  and  parents  have  worked  in  almost  perfect  har¬ 
mony.  Criticism  of  the  staff  and  the  schools  has  been  at  a 
minimum.  We  feel  that  we  are  doing  a  better  job  each  year. 
As  we  look  forward  to  1962,  we  dedicate  ourselves  to  serve 
anew  the  children  placed  in  our  care.  We  are  determined 
that  the  new  year  shall  be  one  of  outstanding  progress  in 
our  schools  which  are  the  basis  of  the  strength  of  this  Com¬ 
munity  and  this  Nation.

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Report  of  the 

Principal  of  the  High  School 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  predicted  increasing  en¬ 
rollment  in  the  high  school  has  now  started  in  earnest.  The 
enrollment  in  September  1960,  for  grades  eight  through  twelve 
was  225.  The  enrollment  in  September  1961  was  255.  Twenty- 
six  seniors  were  graduated  in  June  1961.  We  expect  to  gradu¬ 
ate  about  thirty-four  in  June  1962.  The  incoming  eighth 
grade  in  September  1962  will  number  about  75  or  80  students. 
It  is  obvious  that  the  enrollment  in  September  1962  will  be 
around  300,  including  grades  eight  through  twelve,  grades 
which  are  all  housed  in  the  high  school  building. 

At  the  present  time,  with  an  enrollment  of  255,  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  find  adequate  room  facilities  for  these  students. 
Not  only  do  we  not  have  proper  facilities  for  library,  art, 
music,  physical  education,  science,  guidance,  bookkeeping, 
administration,  athletics,  assemblies  and  storage,  but  also 
those  rooms  we  do  have  are  inadequate  in  number  and  often 
too  small  for  the  increased  size  of  classes.  The  situation  will 
soon  become  critical.  Something  must  be  done  quickly  to  al¬ 
leviate  an  overcrowded  condition  which  from  reasonable 
estimates  will  become  much  worse  for  several  years  to  come. 

We  expect  to  start  planning  for  an  evaluation  of  the  high 
school.  This  evaluation  service  is  sponsored  by  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  A  com¬ 
mittee  of  teachers  and  administrators  visit  a  high  school 
which  requests  an  evaluation.  All  aspects  of  the  high  school 
are  carefully  studied  and  compared  with  the  educational 
philosophy  which  the  school  professes  to  try  to  fulfill.  The 
study  is  detailed  and  extensive  and  takes  three  or  four  days. 
A  report  is  submitted  by  the  committee  in  which  suggestions 
for  improvement  are  made.  I  believe  that  a  group  of  experts 
not  connected  with  the  school  may  fairly  and  impartially 
judge  what  we  are  doing  and  render  us  an  invaluable  service 
by  pointing  out  wherein  we  may  become  more  efficient  and 
effective.  Furthermore,  the  New  England  Association  of  Col¬ 
leges  and  Secondary  Schools  is  the  accrediting  association 
for  New  England  secondary  schools.  Each  member  school,  in 
order  to  remain  a  member,  must  be  evaluated  at  least  every 
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ten  years.  Such  an  evaluation  would  come  at  an  extremely 
fortunate  time  for  us  now.  We  know  that  we  must  soon  have 
greater  facilities.  While  planning  to  accommodate  our  in¬ 
creasing  enrollment,  we  may  more  readily  adopt  any  recom¬ 
mendation  concerning  curricula  or  the  use  of  these  new 
facilities. 

While  following  a  three-year  planned  increase  in  offer¬ 
ings  by  the  Commercial  Department,  we  have  introduced 
classes  in  Office  Practice,  in  Transcription  and  second-year 
Bookkeeping. 

We  believe  that  these  subjects  should  be  included  in  the 
classes  offered  by  the  Commercial  Department  in  order  to 
better  prepare  a  student  for  a  job  in  this  kind  of  work  after 
graduation.  In  Science,  we  have  offered  Physiology  during 
the  sophomore  year  for  those  who  are  not  preparing  for  col¬ 
lege.  This  subject  deals  largely  with  health  and  influences 
which  may  impair  or  improve  physical  well-being.  This 
should  prove  to  be  a  helpful  and  practical  subject. 

A  situation  arose  during  this  school  year  which  I  believe 
warrants  mention  in  this  report.  There  was  a  period  during 
which  three  of  our  very  able  and  experienced  teachers  were 
absent  at  the  same  time  because  of  serious  illnss.  Mrs.  Estelle 
Kimball  was  out  for  the  shortest  period  of  time.  Mrs.  May 
Cooper  suffered  a  heart  attack  and  had  to  convalesce  for  sev¬ 
eral  months.  We  are  happy  that  Mrs.  Cooper  will  be  back 
after  the  Christmas  vacation.  Mr.  Anders  Nelson  was  the 
most  seriously  affected  by  a  severe  heart  attack.  At  the  writ¬ 
ing  of  this  report,  Mr.  Nelson  is  gradually  recovering  satis¬ 
factorily.  Although  it  will  still  take  many  weeks,  possibly 
months,  we  expect  that  he  will  be  able  to  return  as  soon  as 
he  has  more  fully  recovered.  As  a  very  friendly  feeling  exists 
among  the  members  of  the  faculty  and  the  administration, 
we  were  all  particularly  shocked  and  concerned.  We  are  happy 
that  all  will  again  be  members  of  our  team. 

I  have  experienced  a  very  pleasant  year  working  with  the 
faculty,  the  superintendent  and  the  school  committee.  I  hope 
that  they  all  have  enjoyed  working  with  me  as  much  as  I 
have  with  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  for  the  Har¬ 
wich  Elementary  School. 

Each  of  the  eight  years  I  have  served  as  your  elementary 
school  principal  has  seen  an  increase  in  pupil  enrollment  over 
the  succeeding  year.  This  increase  in  enrollment  has  not 
been  large  each  year  but  has  served  over  the  years  to  increase 
the  total  pupil  enrollment  considerably. 

September  of  1961  brought  with  it  a  first  grade  popu¬ 
lation  of  ninety  plus  pupils.  The  Harwich  School  Committee 
in  its  good  judgment  voted  to  increase  the  number  of  first 
grades  from  three  to  four. 

Small  classes  are  particularly  important  in  the  lower 
grades — in  the  first  grade  area  we  are  now  operating  classes 
of  less  than  twenty-five. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  we  now  have  two  kin¬ 
dergarten  sessions,  four  first  grades,  three  second,  third, 
fourth,  and  fifth  grades,  two  sixth  grades  and  one  educable, 
retarded  class. 

Continuing  in  effect  are  the  Cape  Cod  Five  Cents  Savings 
Bank  school  savings  program,  the  work  of  the  school  safety 
patrol,  the  presentation  of  major  assembly  programs  several 
times  each  year,  library  classes  for  grade  six  taught  by  Mrs. 
A.  Preston  Doane,  Jr.,  at  Brooks  Library,  the  Audubon  Society 
Nature  Classes,  the  use  of  the  exhibit  offerings  of  the  Cape 
Cod  Junior  Museum,  field  trips  to  observe  the  operation  of 
various  community  agencies,  and  the  fine  work  of  the  school 
nurse,  doctors,  and  dentists,  the  school  bus  drivers,  the  school 
custodians,  and  the  cafeteria  workers. 

The  third  annual  science  fair  was  held  at  the  school  in 
May.  In  looking  over  past  issues  of  the  town  reports,  I  find 
that  I  predicted  three  years  ago  that  each  succeeding  science 
fair  would  be  better  and  more  interesting  than  the  last. 

An  interesting  experiment  is  being  carried  out  in  kinder¬ 
garten,  grade  one,  and  grade  two  in  the  area  of  violin  instruc¬ 
tion.  Usually  formal  instruction  in  violin  does  not  begin  until 
third  grade.  However,  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Edward 
Edmunds,  the  Little  Fiddlers  have  made  remarkable  strides 
in  technique  and  tone  since  the  beginning  of  the  program  a 
few  months  ago. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  those  people; 
superintendent,  school  committee,  elementary  supervisor, 
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special  subject  teachers,  teachers,  parents  and  others  who  by 
means  of  help  and  cooperation  have  contributed  to  the  task 
of  improving  the  quality  of  education  of  the  boys  and  girls 
in  the  Elementary  School  of  Harwich.

REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  DIRECTOR 

In  June,  twenty-six  students  graduated  from  Harwich 
High  School.  From  this  group  five  seniors  are  attending  four- 
year  colleges  and  universities,  seven  are  enrolled  in  two-year 
colleges,  six  are  pursuing  education  and  training  in  business 
and  vocational  schools,  two  are  members  of  the  armed  forces 
and  six  are  working.  The  schools,  colleges  and  universities 
which  these  young  people  are  attending  include  the  following: 
Boston  University,  Northeastern  University,  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Wayne  State  University,  Cape  Cod  Community 
College,  Garland  Junior  College,  Bentley  School  of  Accounting 
and  Finance,  Chandler  School  for  Women,  Boston  Dispensary, 
Cape  Cod  Hospital  School  of  Practical  Nursing,  Miss  Farmer’s 
School  of  Cookery  and  Wilfred  Academy  of  Hair  and  Beauty 
Culture. 

Last  June  the  complete  battery  of  the  Stanford  Achieve¬ 
ment  Tests,  Advanced  Form  JM,  was  administered  to  pupils 
in  grades  seven  and  eight.  The  test  results  for  individual 
students  were  sent  to  respective  parents.  The  group  results 
are  as  follows:

and  educators  with  essential  data  regarding  the  aptitudes, 
capabilities  and  interests  of  each  and  every  student.  It  is  im¬ 
perative,  therefore,  that  this  information  be  effectively  util¬ 
ized  insofar  as  possible  in  the  best  interest  of  each  student 
within  the  total  educational  sphere.  Educators  must  interpret 
this  data  diligently  in  order  that  programs  of  study  be  modi¬ 
fied  to  fit  the  needs  and  interests  of  as  many  students  as 
practicable;  teachers  must  use  this  data  effectively  through 
constantly  revising  and  improving  their  respective  courses  of 
study;  parents  must  weigh  such  evidence  critically  so  that 
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they  can  assist  school  personnel  in  advising  youth  in  concrete, 
worthwhile  and  realistic  post-high  school  pursuits. 

With  this  in  mind,  parents  and  educators  are  sincerely 
invited  to  confer  with  the  guidance  director  during  and  after 
school  hours.  It  is  primarily  through  such  meetings  that 
cumulative  and  personal  records  can  be  used  more  effectively 
in  relationship  to  what  they  mean  to  the  individual  student 
himself.

REPORT  OF  ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISOR 

Recently  there  has  been  a  rash  of  articles  in  magazines 
and  newspapers  on  the  subject  of  reading.  Since  these,  con¬ 
flicting  as  they  do  with  each  other,  are  confusing  to  parents, 
I  should  like  to  make  most  of  my  yearly  report  on  the  subject 
of  our  reading  program. 

In  considering  any  changes  in  a  reading  program,  we 
should  remember: 

1)  that  change  is  constant  and  an  open  mind  toward  it  is 
essential. 

2)  that  recent  research  doesn’t  mean  to  throw  out  mater¬ 
ials,  but  may  mean  readjusting  them. 

3)  that  demands  of  scholarship  must  be  met. 

4)  that  we  must  maintain  security  in  the  midst  of  new  re¬ 
search  in  methods,  techniques,  materials,  and  guidance. 

In  order  to  keep  well-versed  in  reading  methodology  and 
research,  I  have  been  studying  the  literature  in  the  reading 
field,  visiting  school  systems  using  new  methods,  and  recent¬ 
ly  attended  the  New  England  Reading  Association  conference 
at  Swampscott.  After  defining  my  own  philosophy  in  light  of 
new  research  in  reading,  and  carefully  investigating  the 
available  methods  and  materials,  I  feel  capable  of  incorpor¬ 
ating  the  sound  new  with  the  old.  I  have  discussed  the  new 
methods  and  materials  with  teachers  individually  and  in 
groups. 

We  find  that  the  Row-Peterson  Reading  system  that  we 
are  using  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  country,  well  enriched  with 
phonics  and  up-to-date  as  to  methods  and  materials.  We  are 
also  enriching  with  other  materials  and  discarding  materials 
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that  fail  to  meet  our  needs.  I  have  visited  all  classes  and 
studied  every  child’s  progress  in  reading  in  the  elementary 
grades,  evaluated  teachers’  methods  of  instruction  and  group¬ 
ing  procedures,  and  am  now  evaluating  the  entire  reading 
system  in  comparison  with  regional  and  national  progress. 

The  Harwich  Elementary  School  would  benefit  from  a 
carefully  planned  remedial  reading  program.  This  fall  the 
children  in  grades  four  through  six  were  tested  with  the 
Durrell-Sullivan  Test  of  Reading  Capacity  to  see  which  ones 
were  capable  of  working  at  a  higher  level  of  reading.  In  the 
lower  three  grades  those  pupils  needing  remedial  help  were 
identified  by  the  teachers.  From  this  list  an  excellent  remedial 
program  running  during  the  school  year  and  for  a  few  weeks 
during  the  summer  could  be  set  up  with  a  great  deal  of  bene¬ 
fit  to  the  educational  system  of  the  town. 

Also  affecting  the  reading  program  is  the  problem  of  chil¬ 
dren  with  speech  defects.  According  to  a  recent  survey  I  made 
with  the  help  of  the  teachers,  I  found  twenty-six  children 
needing  speech  therapy  in  classes  from  kindergarten  through 
sixth  grade,  including  the  ungraded  class.  Twelve  of  these  are 
of  a  serious  nature.  I  would  strongly  recommend  a  part-time 
speech  therapist  for  the  town  of  Harwich  to  meet  the  needs 
of  these  children.  Last  December  a  state  law  provided  that 
the  state  would  assume  50%  of  the  cost  of  such  training.  Of 
the  280  school  systems  in  Massachusetts,  only  41  had  speech 
and  hearing  programs  five  years  ago.  This  year  63  are  es¬ 
tablished.  I  would  like  to  see  Harwich  among  these. 

Another  category  in  which  the  teachers  and  I  are  working 
is  that  of  the  gifted  child.  At  present  I  am  discovering  them 
through  the  school  testing  program,  doing  individual  tests 
with  those  students  who  come  out  high  on  group  intelligence 
or  achievement  tests.  These  children  are  reading  several 
grades  above  their  groups,  have  large  vocabularies,  ask  more 
questions,  learn  more  rapidly,  and  have  better  memories. 
They  are  more  mature,  thinking  through  problems,  dealing 
in  abstractions,  and  organizing  work.  They  are  able  to  do 
original  and  creative  work  and  take  leadership. 

I  am  surveying  the  classes  to  list  these  children.  After 
the  list  is  compiled  the  teachers  will  meet  with  me  and  make 
plans  for  further  enriching  their  programs. 

In  these  tense,  rapidly-changing  times,  we  are  concerned 
with  the  mental  health  of  the  young  minds  we  are  helping 
develop.  An  increasing  number  of  children  are  in  need  of 
help  emotionally  to  face  the  confusions  of  this  atomic  age. 
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I  urge  parents  to  use  the  facilities  of  the  Barnstable  County 
Child  Guidance  Clinic,  if  they  are  faced  with  emotional  up¬ 
sets  in  their  children.  The  staff  of  psychologists  and  psychi¬ 
atrists  at  the  clinic  is  excellent.  I  shall  be  happy  to  discuss 
problems  in  this  category  with  parents. 

I  have  been  very  happy  this  year  to  have  had  a  great 
many  parent  conferences.  One  of  the  best  means  yet  found 
to  bring  the  parents  and  school  together  is  this  matter  of 
conferences.  I  recommend  that  parents  plan  to  visit  their 
child’s  teacher  to  discuss  mutual  problems  three  or  four  times 
a  year.  I  shall  be  happy  anytime  by  request  to  be  present  as 
consultant  at  such  meetings,  for  it  is  my  responsibility  to 
evaluate  and  help  each  child  as  well  as  work  with  the  total 
school  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 

The  art  program  in  the  elementary  school  has  been 
broadened  during  the  past  year  to  include  more  three-dimen¬ 
sional  work  in  addition  to  drawing  and  painting.  The  elemen¬ 
tary  art  room  equipped  with  a  new  sink,  added  storage  and 
seating  space  has  aided  in  the  presentation  of  various  projects 
as  finger-painting,  block  printing,  clay  modeling  and  in  the 
display  of  art  appreciation  material. 

Since  September  in  the  first  and  second  grades  the  class¬ 
room  teachers  work  alternate  weeks  with  their  students  in 
creative  art  work.  This  additional  time  was  needed  to  ex¬ 
pand  the  high  school  art  program  so  that  studio  art  could 
be  offered  as  an  elective  to  students  in  grades  eight  through 
twelve  for  two  to  four  periods  a  week.  These  added  classes 
make  it  possible  for  art  to  be  offered  to  students  who  pre¬ 
viously  could  not  fit  it  into  their  schedules.  The  students  with 
unusual  talent  or  with  an  art  career  in  mind  are  able  now 
to  take  art  as  a  major.  This  year  two  senior  art  majors  are 
going  on  to  excellent  art  schools. 

Despite  the  cramped  quarters  in  the  high  school,  space 
was  found  for  a  new  display  cabinet.  Color  film-strips  and 
prints  were  added  to  our  visual-aids  library  for  the  enrich¬ 
ment  of  the  art  appreciation  class. 

Last  February  twenty  art  students  made  a  field  trip  to 
the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  to  the  Scholastic  Art 
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Awards  Exhibition  which  stimulated  much  interest  in  what 
other  junior  and  senior  high  art  students  were  accomplishing 
all  over  Massachusetts.  We  were  pleased  to  have  a  student’s 
design  selected  for  exhibition. 

As  in  the  elementary  school  where  art  is  a  valuable 
medium  of  expression  to  young  children  it  is  also  a  meaning¬ 
ful  experience  to  the  older  self-conscious  student.  The  art 
product  is  always  secondary  to  the  creative  experience  taking 
place  within  the  student.  It  is  this  studio  experience  in  our 
high  school  art  program  which  is  vital  to  the  total  education 
of  a  young  person. 

Next  March  the  high  school  art  students  will  be  exhibit¬ 
ing  in  Hyannis  along  with  other  Cape  Cod  students.  The  3rd 
annual  Round  Robin  for  elementary  art  work  starts  in  Jan¬ 
uary.  Both  these  events  attracted  much  public  interest  in 
the  art  work  of  our  young  people  last  year.

It  was  gratifying  to  see  so  many  parents  and  townspeople 
attending  the  school  exhibitions  last  May.  We  look  forward 
to  seeing  you  at  our  annual  exhibition  in  both  schools  again 
this  spring. 

I  appreciate  the  sincere  interest  and  cooperation  which 
the  school  committee,  the  superintendent,  the  principals  and 
the  teachers  have  extended  toward  the  art  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  SECONDARY 
INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  gratifying  one  for  our  de¬ 
partment.  We  have  achieved  a  remarkably  high  quality  of 
performance.  This  is  made  possible  by  the  correlated  efforts 
of  the  elementary  and  secondary  instrumental  departments 
and  the  fine  students  with  whom  we  work. 

Each  year  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  schedule  all 
students  for  lessons.  However,  all  students  who  wish,  play  in 
the  band  or  orchestra,  or  are  being  given  help  in  attaining 
this  goal.  Another  difficulty  is  in  finding  space  for  lessons. 
We  hope  this  will  be  remedied  soon  with  the  building  of  a 
new  school. 
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Again  this  year  we  tried  to  schedule  two  rehearsals  per 
week  for  orchestra  and  band.  However,  this  had  to  be  elim¬ 
inated,  even  though  it  is  most  desirable,  because  of  lack  of 
rehearsal  space. 

The  band,  orchestra,  and  girls’  glee  club  were  quite  active 
this  year.  They  appeared  at  various  concerts,  festivals,  as¬ 
semblies,  and  at  graduation  week  exercises.  The  band  and 
orchestra  performed  as  a  Harwich  group  and  also  in  combi¬ 
nation  with  the  Chatham  band  and  orchestra.  The  groups 
of  the  combined  schools  are  unparalleled  on  the  Cape.  I  hope 
we  will  be  able  to  join  these  groups  more  often  this  year. 
Last  May  these  combined  groups  and  the  Harwich  Girls’  Glee 
Club  participated  in  the  Southeastern  Mass.  Audition  Festi¬ 
val  in  Hyannis. 

Concert  festivals  attended  last  year  included  the  Cape 
Cod  Festival  at  Nauset  Regional  High  School  to  which  we 
sent  many  of  our  students.  Last  year  three  of  our  instru¬ 
mentalists  qualified  through  auditions  to  attend  the  South¬ 
eastern  Concert  Festival  at  Dartmouth.  This  year’s  festival 
will  be  held  at  Marshfield  and  five  of  our  instrumentalists 
will  attend.  Of  these  five,  three  have  been  recommended  for 
all-state  auditions.  The  New  England  Festival  held  at  Rut¬ 
land,  Vt.,  accepted  two  of  our  students  last  year,  and  the 
All-State  Festival  at  Springfield  accepted  one  student.  This 
is  a  fine  representation  for  a  small  high  school. 

Our  toughest  project  this  past  year  has  been  the  making 
of  band  uniforms  by  the  mothers  of  band  members.  The 
ladies  made  jackets  and  caps  for  th^  entire  band  and  also 
earned  some  of  the  money  to  finance  this  project.  Our  sin- 
cerest  gratitude  goes  to  these  mothers.  Additional  financial 
help  came  from  members  of  the  Code  Club  who  turned  over 
the  proceeds  of  the  annual  pops  concert  to  the  band  fund. 
We  wish  also  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  cash 
donation  from  the  Harwich  Police  Relief  Association.  To  all 
of  these  people  the  band  extends  their  thanks.  Mothers  of 
new  band  members  are  now  in  the  process  of  making  uni¬ 
forms  for  these  additional  students. 

I  wish  also  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  others  whose 
help  and  cooperation  contributed  to  the  success  of  our  pro¬ 
gram  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ELEMENTARY 
INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

The  past  year  has  seen  continued  progress  in  our  elemen¬ 
tary  instrumental  music  program.  In  addition  to  our  usual 
courses  and  summer  classes,  we  have  been  able  to  extend  our 
efforts  to  include  some  research  in  music  education  methods 
by  means  of  initiating  experimental  string  classes  for  pupils 
of  kindergarten  and  first  grade  age  groups.  This  instruction 
in  rote  music  learning  has  been  very  capably  given  by  Mrs. 
Edward  Edmunds,  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  It  has  been  well 
received  and,  in  the  opinion  of  this  writer,  is  very  effective 
in  giving  these  young  people  a  firm  foundation  for  later  study. 
We  hope  to  extend  this  type  of  research  teaching  in  the  com¬ 
ing  year.  Just  as  research  is  vital  to  science  and  productive 
of  progress  in  industry,  so,  also,  it  results  in  improved  me¬ 
thods  in  teaching  and  learning. 

This  year  marks  two  more  “milestones”.  In  June  we  sent 
our  largest  and  most  proficient  class  to  date  into  junior  high 
school.  Added  to  pupils  of  former  years,  this  gives  our  second¬ 
ary  school  instrumental  music  department  a  full  complement 
of  talent  for  our  high  school  orchestras,  bands,  and  ensem¬ 
bles.  The  other  “peak”  is  that  students  taught  by  me  when 
I  first  joined  Union  #16,  are  now  seniors  in  high  school.  Most 
have  faithfully  followed  the  precepts  learned,  and  several 
of  these  young  people  are  interested  in  careers  in  music  or 
music  education.  All  this  began  in  the  elementary  classes. 

Any  report  of  progress  must  be  incomplete  without  an 
expression  of  appreciation  to  all  who  have  helped  make  it 
possible.  Our  thanks  go  to  our  school  administration,  prin¬ 
cipals,  teachers,  parents — and  to  the  students,  too, — for  un¬ 
flagging  interest  and  unfailing  co-operation.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECONDARY  SCHOOL 
VOCAL  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

January  through  June,  1961,  followed  the  general  pat¬ 
tern  in  vocal  music  as  of  previous  years — with  rote  singing 
of  kindergarten,  grades  1  and  2,  the  note  reading  in  grades 
3  and  4,  two-part  singing  grade  5,  and  three-part  singing  in 
grades  6,  7  and  8.  High  School  Chorus  continued  with  a  more 
advanced  and  technical  repertoire  of  songs  in  three  and  four 
part  harmony  arrangements. 
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The  majority  of  the  high  school  chorus  joined  with  other 
Cape  high  school  choruses  to  present  one  of  the  finest  of  all 
Cape  choruses  ever  to  perform.  This  event  was  staged  in 
Nauset  Regional  School,  Orleans. 

A  few  students  were  accepted  by  the  New  England  Music 
Festival  Association  to  participate  in  the  All  New  England 
Music  Festival  Chorus  held  in  Rutland,  Vermont. 

At  graduation,  the  chorus  was  rated  as  admirable  by 
various  officials. 

Starting  in  September,  noticing  that  pupils  in  general 
were  participating  in  music  with  a  seeming  added  interest 
and  appreciable  musical  experience,  plus  many  more  of  the 
important  technical  controls  and  insights,  I  tested  every 
voice,  taking  full  note  of  the  voice  range,  quality  and  ability 
of  the  student,  and  have  selected  a  Brooks  Academy  Glee 
Club  which  meets  an  additional  period  to  the  regular  7th 
grade  music  periods. 

At  High  School,  having  done  the  same  careful  testing, 
the  chorus  should  prove  outstanding  in  its  results  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

Three  senior  girls  journeyed  with  me — and  other  stu¬ 
dents  from  Chatham — to  Westwood,  in  October,  for  auditions 
to  become  members  of  a  select  Southeast  District  Concert  to 
be  held  this  coming  January,  19  -  20,  in  Marshfield.  They 
passed  with  flying  colors. 

An  extra  class  has  been  formed  also,  for  those  students 
desiring  extra  work  in  a  musical  education  and  at  the  present 
writing  are  composing  their  own  tunes  and  learning  the  fun¬ 
damentals  of  four-part  harmony  writing.  A  school  “Alma 
Mater  Song”  is  one  of  the  tentative  goals. 

Realizing  that  any  class  is  as  good  as  the  instructional 
skills  demonstrated  by  a  teacher  who  knows  his  subject,  can 
impart  it  to  his  pupils,  and  has  the  ability  to  motivate  his 
pupils  into  being  students  for  the  forty-five  or  fifty  minutes 
they  are  under  his  tutilage,  I  have  endeavored  to  point  out 
that,  through  music,  we  have  many  of  the  essential  values 
sought  by  education  and  that  their  music  gives  actual  ex¬ 
pression  to  those  virtues  of  the  responsible  and  liberally  edu¬ 
cated  person  which  education  seeks.  Through  it  also,  each 
one  can  inculcate  a  taste,  a  sensitivity,  a  discrimination  and 
an  affinity  for  things  of  substance  and  genuine  worth.

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REPORT  OF  ELEMENTARY  VOCAL  SUPERVISOR 

The  many  rote  songs  learned  by  the  kindergarten  con¬ 
cern  chiefly  home,  community  life,  animals,  seasons  and  holi¬ 
days.  Activity  songs  are  acted  out,  and  the  scale  by  syllables 
is  introducted.  Rote  songs  are  continued  throughout  the  six 
grades — usually  a  new  one  each  week. 

Simple  note  reading  is  begun  in  the  first  grade  from  the 
staff  on  the  board.  In  the  second  grade  each  child  has  his 
own  book  from  which  to  sing.  This  continues  through  the 
grades,  and  each  year  the  child  adds  to  his  knowledge  of  in¬ 
tervals,  key  and  time  signatures,  various  rhythms,  expres¬ 
sion  marks  and  types  of  notes.  Two  part  singing  in  the  fifth 
grade  and  three  part  in  the  sixth  enriches  the  child’s  ex¬ 
periences  in  harmony. 

Children  of  all  grades  usually  sing  during  the  year  for 
various  programs.  Choruses  from  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth 
grades  sang  at  the  December  P.T.A.  meeting. 

Each  year  it  is  gratifying  to  have  the  same  question 
eagerly  asked — “are  we  going  caroling  this  year?”  And  so  it 
is  becoming  traditional  for  each  room  to  “go  caroling”  during 
yuletide.  The  memory  of  walking  along  the  upper  hall  in  the 
colored  light  cast  by  the  sun  shining  through  the  painted 
“stained  glass”  window,  and  hearing  their  sweet  voices  echo 
in  the  stairway  will,  I  think,  be  a  cherished  memory.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS 
GRADES  8  —  12 

During  the  fall  of  1961  all  children  in  grades  8  through 
12  were  examined  and  generally  found  to  be  in  good  physical 
condition,  except  a  few  postural  defects  and  some  dental 
problems  which  can  be  corrected  easily. 

All  the  children  in  the  athletic  program  were  examined 
separately  and  carefully.  These  included  boys  basketball, 
girls  basketball,  boys  soccer  and  girls  field  hockey  teams. 

With  the  building  of  a  new  high  school  we  hope  the  over¬ 
crowded  conditions  will  be  taken  care  of  and  a  health  room 
and  facilities  provided  which  are  so  sorely  needed.

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GRADES  4  —  7 

The  regular  annual  examinations  of  the  children  in 
grades  4  through  7  were  performed  at  the  elementary  school. 
As  usual  there  was  a  predominance  of  dental  caries  and  con¬ 
siderable  evidence  of  neglect  of  the  teeth  at  home  in  many  of 
the  children.  There  was  also  the  usual  high  incidence  of  pes 
planus  (fallen  arches)  which  was  related  in  a  good  many  in¬ 
stances  to  the  use  of  inadequate  shoes  which  gave  poor  sup¬ 
port  to  the  arches.  One  case  or  organic  heart  disease  and  two 
cases  of  significant  curvature  of  the  spine  were  diagnosed. 
There  appears  to  be  a  lower  incidence  of  acute  and  chronic 
tonsillitis  this  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

In  the  structure  building  of  these  years,  it  is  gratifying 
to  observe  substantial  gains  and  definite  improvements  in  the 
school  children’s  health.  Capable  handling  of  physical  ex¬ 
aminations,  dental  examinations,  preventive  disease  clinics 
and  routine  eye  and  ear  tests  have  made  this  possible. 

Frequent  reference  is  made  to  the  dental  program — ortho¬ 
dontia  has  been  recommended  to  several  children  and  parents 
have  followed  up  the  recommendation  of  the  dentists.  Doctors 
Briggs  and  Millian  have  accomplished  a  great  deal  as  they  will 
do  several  fillings  at  one  sitting.  In  the  future  we  hope  to  have 
an  X-ray  machine  for  this  clinic. 

Better  care  of  the  teeth  in  the  high  school  grades  bears 
repeating  as  the  teeth  are  often  neglected  after  leaving  the 
elementary  school. 

The  virus  of  colds,  sore  throats,  etc.,  seem  to  be  rampant 
as  well  as  the  usual  children’s  diseases. 

Children  have  been  coming  to  school  inadequately  cloth¬ 
ed,  no  underclothing,  sleeveless  summer  dresses,  poor  shoes, 
no  rubbers,  and  without  warm  jackets.  Through  the  Salvation 
Army  Funds,  adequate  clothing  is  provided.  Free  school 
lunches  and  cod  liver  oil  are  provided  by  the  Harwich  Visiting 
Nurse  Association. 

The  school  milk  fund  has  been  of  great  value  and  is  con¬ 
tinued  through  the  generosity  of  the  Dennis-Harwich  Rotary 
Club  and  the  Junior  Woman’s  Club. 

We  invite  still  larger  public  interest  and  public  coopera¬ 
tion  in  furtherance  of  school  age  health  and  well  being.  It  is 
a  community  investment  which  benefits  the  present  and 
prophesies  the  future.
